Capital Is Silent. 

Washington, D. C., March 24.—(/)-— | 
Ths British government's proposal for 
the reduction in size of battleships | 
and their guns and extension of the. 
life of such vessels went without of-; 
ficial corament here today pending re-. 
celpt of offictal dispatches from 
ister Jiugh Gibson. 

The proposal is not a new one, it 
was ‘said, however, as it had been 
made at the Geneva naval confer- 
ence last Jurc. At that time the 
American delegation felt that the re 
duction in the size of capital ships 
would weaken the strategic value of 
the American fleet, already handi- 
capped by the absence of naval bases 
lim a manner not felt by the British 


fleet. 


‘Disadvantage of U. S. 

Any proposal to reduce capital ship 
onnage to something under 30,000 tons 
upon replacement, it was said again 
today, would still further increase the 
superiority of the British vessels. 

At Geneva last summer the Amer- 
ican delegation further pointed out 
that extension of the life of capital 
ships also would work to the advan- 
tage of the British navy. Ship for 
ship, officials said, the British capital 
vessels are of a newer type than the 
American vessels, and if the date of re- 
placement should be lengthened, the 
British would enjoy an increasing ad- 
vantage because of the obsolesence of 
American battleships.

THE TITLE TO OUR REAL 
ESTATE. 


In preparing an abstract of the title of the Amer 
lean people to their real property it is proper to 
point out at the beginning the fact that the Indians: 


_ who once roamed the forests and plains of Amer- 


ica are now dwelling on limited reservations and 
that they did not know that some of them were 


going to strike off and ride In motor cars when 
they were put there. But the Indians, of course, 
were savages. ‘Titles to real estate are a product 
of civilization. 
™ Shortly after the settlement of North America 
began in earnest the Dutch drove the Swedes out 
of their holdings on the Delaware. The English 
followed by vanqpishing the Dutch in New Amster- 
dam and the Hudson valley. Conflicting French 
Huguenot and Spanish Catholic expeditions in 
Florida were the cause of butcherings bloodier 
than any Indian massacre. The end of the sevefl- 
teenth century saw the beginning of the French 
Wars—King William's» war, Queen Anne's war, 
King George's war, and the French and Indian 
war, following one after another from 1689 to 1763. 
When they were over the great empire of New 
France had shrunk to two small islands in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence; of what is now the United 
States England held as far west as the Mississippi 
river; west of the Mississippi Spain claimed title. 

Then came the American revolytion, and the ter- 
ritory north of Florida; south of Canada, and west 
to the Mississippi no longer belonged to England, 

\Nbut became an independent nation. Not only were 
the seaboard colonies and their hinterlands taken 
from England but the great Northwest Territory as 
well, thanks to George Rogers Clark and his fron- 
tier rifiemen. 

A few years later a new power had arisen in 
Europe through the ambitions of a Corsican sol- 
dier, He dreamed of reéstablishing France's power 
in the new world, and by a secret treaty in 1800 
got back from Spain the huge Louisiana territory. 
The new United States, however, demanded egress, 
down the Mississippi, through New Orleans, to the 
gulf. The westerners’ eager bY ag of a conquer- 
ing expedition were not idle ores. The turn of 
events caused Napoleon to transfer his imperial- 
istic aims to Europe, and the United States was 
able to purchase the Louisiana territory for some 
$15,000,000. Spain claimed that West Florida was 
mot included in Louisiana; the United Stated claimed 
that it was, and concluded a lengthy argument by 
moving in; Mobile was seized by force. 

Another war with England took place in, 1812 
and it determined two things. It established Amer- 
jean rights on the sea, and—again by virtue of 
frontier rifemen led by a frontier hero—it proved 
the American possession of the Mississippi valley 
and New Orleans against English intrusion. Fior- 
ida, however, still belonged nominally to Spain. In 
1818 Gen. Jackson entered Florida in pursuit of the 
Seminole Indians; he hanged two Englishmen; it 
wes apparent that Spanish rule was fiction. The 
United States agreed to pay $5,000,000 in claims 
against Spain and received Florida. Spain also 
relinquished any claim in Oregon. 

In 1846, neither side having a good case against 
the other and both being unwilling to take the 
matter too seriously, the United States and Eng- 

ad compromised the Oregon boundary dispute 

extended the old line of 1818, the forty-ninth 
parallel, to the Pacific. 

Sam Houston and his Texans won the independ- 
ence of the Lone Star state; the United States 
lent at least moral support. A dozen years later 
the Mexican war was over and the United States 
owned not only the territory claimed for Texas, 
but country clear to the Pacific. The easiest rail- 
read route to California ran south of this new 
Mexican border and in 1853 the Gadsden purchase 
of the Gila valley was consummated. 

The civil war followed. A great territory 
wanted to leave the Union. It took four years of 
military invasion to convince it to stay in. 

In 1867, Russia having been kept from colonizing 
vy torce of the Monroe Doctrine, Alaska was pur- 
chased for $7,200,000. Americans having landed 
tm Samoa, the islands were divided up between 
the United States, Great Britain, and Germany. 
Again by force of the Monroe Doctrine, Europe 
was warned away from Hawall; American assist- 
ance made a successful Hawaiian revolution in 
1893, and five years later these islands were an. 
nexed. 

The United States went to war with Spain in 


method. * 

Modern European nations find it easy to under- 
stand why a people with such a heritage should 
wish to outlaw war, but not so easy to believe that 


their motives are purely altruistic. 


ITALY HATCHES A NEW 
ORDER. 


The venerable Giolitti of Italy made his speech 
of protest against the dissolution of the Italian | 
parliament, the overthrow of constitutiona] democ- 
racy and the creation of Mussolini's syndicalism 
topped by dictatorship. Mussolini heard him 
through without comment, but Giolitti’s age and 
his full career did not protect him from the gibes 
of exultant Fascists. In Mussolini’s theory de 
mocracy is outgrown and obsolete, no longer serv- 
ing the purpose of the modern state. 

It isn’t to be held to dogmatically that democ- 
racy is the last word in social organization. Gov- 
ernment itself is not the final achievement of the 
human race. As we consider democracy in its 
best form it is most successful when it is obliged 
least to interfere with the individuals. They are 


most successfyl when they least require inter- 


ference. Success is in the protection of life and 
property. It is in the protection of nonconform- 
ity, individual opinion, individual] initiative. When 
minorities are safe in their ideas, their beliefs, 
and their enterprises democracy is working. 
When majorities seek to enforce conformity de- 
mocracy is failing. In many respects it has been 
tending toward failure in the United States but 
in such fashion as to encourage the necessary 
fight against it. + @ 

Thomas Jefferson in his early experiences with 
the French revolution thought that a people to be 
safe in all. their rights ought to have a revolution 
every twenty years, for any good reason that they 
could find to have one. Our philosophers do not 
insist on that now, | 

The United States, so long as its citizens can 
keep gufficiently out from government domina- 
tion, will present progress by individual ability, 
struggle, work and thought. Mussolini substitutes 
progress by state effort. If the state is to shape 


ithe product, the state must have the power to, do | 


so. It is the only hope of the citizenship. In a de- 
mocracy the hope of the state is in the citizensMip. 

American genius is not represented in govern- 
ment. It is not expressed in political action. In- 
dividual achievements have outrun government 


| capacity. Poasibly the faults of democracy in the 


United States are thus being yevealed. Life has 
reached one level in nonpolitical action and has 
remained on another in governmental action. An 
incompatibility is developed and from that arises 
a conflict. But we doubt that Italy in trying to 
hatch something else out of the democratic egg 
is Betting the bird with the wings for the future. 
Mussolini is making government the highest and 
final expression of human activity. He is prob- 
ably headed back for the cave rather than for 
the heights. When democracy evolves into some- 
thing else it will not be the coerced individual.

THE BELIEF OF THE UNBELIEVER | 


BY THE REV. JOSEPH A. VANCE, D. D., Ll. D.

Religion, like everything else in man’s life, is @ 
thing of alternatives. As the old Hebrew proverb 
puts it, “If a man leaves the path of uprightness, 
he must by sheer necessity of having to travel, 
take to the way of darkness.” r 

Robertson of Brighton made a profound utter- 
ance when he declared, “All truth is made up of 
apparent contradictories, opposite poles, as in 
electricity; and only as they get contact with each 
other do they produce Ifght and heat and power.” 


But this idea of the belief of the unbeliever is 
something different from this. Unbelief is prone 
to assume an attitude of irresponsibility, affirming 
nothing. Nothing is easier than to set a question 
mark over against an affirmation. Scientists spend 
half a century gathering data and face the world 
with significance. Any upstart in his ignorant 
‘teens or any bundle of prejudice in his dotage can 
meet it with, “I don’t know about that!” But 
that skeptical attitude is no mere negation, Back | 
of every negative, as a writer of our day hag put 
it, “uttered or implied, stands a positive.” If @ 
man denies that two and three make five, he there- 
by declares that they make something else; and 
in that something else he declares himself a be 
liever. 

Now, it is conceded that some of the supernatural 
features of the Christian religion are not easy for 
the average man of intelligence today to believe. 


But if these are rejected, the matter does not stop [| 


at negation, something else is affirmed. Let us 
consider the possibility that the necessary alter- 
native is a greater strain on faith than the super- 
natural claims that are rejected; that the belief of 
the unbeliever puts a greater strain on the reason 
than the belief of the-believer. 


Let us try this out in reference to three of the 
essential features of Christianity: 

1. The first is our attitude towards Christianity’s 
seat of authority, the collection of books that we 
call the Bible. Christians believe that the Bible 
was written at varioys times by men who were so 
guided in spiritual matters that” the writings are 
an infallible rule of“faith and practice. The unbe- 
liever says, “ No, they are simply the literature of 
the Hebrews produced just as Shakespeare wrote 
his plays and Homer his Iliad.” Which position is 
the more reasonable? The latter, you may say. 
But wait. Let us put these writings in the Bible 
by the side of the best secular literature of history. 
Compare the Gospel of St. John with Juvenal. Try 
to incorporate the twenty-third psalm in an ode 
of Horace, or Paul’s chapter to the Corinthians on 
Love in Virgil’s Agneid. the writings of 
Isaiah, Micah and Amos With the pages of Tacitus 
and Terence. The infinite ethical superiority of 
the sacred scriptures is apparent to any reader. 
Now the question is, which is harder to believe, 
that God’s spirit inspired them, or that these ig- 
norant shepherds and uneducated Gallilean fisher- 
men were naturally the superiors, as to intellectual 
talents, of the writers of the most brilliant literary 
period of human history? , 


This difficulty of the unbeliever is greatly in- 
creased when we take into consideration the mar- 
velous unity that pervades these scriptures, pro- 
duced with no possibility of collusion, through cen- 
turies of time, and yet, like spokes fitting into the 
hub to make a wheel, or parts of a skyscraper 
prepared in a thousand different places, uniting to 
make a building, all pointing to Jesus Christ and 
his work as man’s redeemer. Add also to this 
marvelous unity of their parts centering in Christ 
the impress which they have made on the world, 
producing modern Christian civilization, Unless 
God is taken into account the intellectual strain of 
accounting for this condition is incomparable, Our 
entire experience confirms the value of truth and 
the :peril of lies, so that if we reject the Bible, we 
must believe the writers of the Bible perpetrated 
a fraud on us, if they did not enjoy the divine guid- 
ance which they claim, Also if they are frauds, 
the unbeliever must explain how they have. by 
their frauds given the human race its most uplift- 
ing influences. This, we assert, in the face of 
man’s experience to the contrary, is a strain on an 
intelligen¢e greater by far than a belief in the 
supernatural. 


2..Let us next test the matter in its bearing on 
the Christian conception of God and his relation to 
the universe. God is the infinite, personal Spirit, 
the creator of all things and the Supreme Ruler 
whose purposes are unfolded in history. He is the 
loving and merciful Heavenly Father, who watches 
over each of his children with a personal solicitude, 
noting even a sparrow’s fall, numbering the very 
hairs of his children’s heads and making all things 
work together for good to them that love him. 
This is what the Christian is taught. 

The unbeliever rejects all this as the creation of 
a sort of fear complex of death, egotism and hun- 
ger for immortality. MI the place of this spiritual 
conception of God, he substitutes the eternity of 
matter and reduces history to its mere perpetual 
flux. Or, if Ke shies at-such crass materialism, 
he conceives of God in terms absolutely impersonal. 

Now which is the greater strain on human rea- 
son, the belief of the believer or of the unbeliever? 
In all other realms of knowledggq our thoughts are 
being perpetually widened and uplifted. Nature is 
ever revealing truth higher than our dreams, each 
new discovery showing a widening circle of truth, 
more marvelous than we had dared to conceive, 
but when we come to think of the being of God 
and his relation to the universe, the unbeliever de- 
clares we have conceived a higher, loftier, grander 
God than really exists. In addition to this, he 
must face the fact that this conception of God has 
had the most purifying and ennobling influence of 
any belief man has cherished, which again puts 
him in the dilemma of feclaring that a lie hes had 
a more beneficent influence on the human race 
than the truth. 


3. Finally, let us try out the matter in its bear- 
ing on what is probably the most difficult of all 
Christian teachings for belief today, the deity of 
Jesus. Man has always had a hunger for the in- 
carnation of the divine. The old Romans sought it 
in their pathetic attempts to deify some of their 
emperors. Plato makes old Socrates confess man’s 
impotence in his quest for God and truth when he 
said, “‘ We must wait for some one, God or a God 
inspired man, to show us our religious duties and 
take the darkness from our eyes.” But the thing 
itself is hard to believe, that Jesus was the pre- 
existent Son of God, born of the Virgin Mary, and 
that he rose from the dead after working many 
wonderful miracles and dying on the cross. Even 
Paul calls it, “the mystery of godliness.” It is 
so easy to set up the question mark against it all 
and blithely say, “I can’t believe it; to me he is 
just the best man and the most wonderful teacher 
that ever lived.” 


But what does this imply? It must be conceded 
that the principles of Jesus are~the highest ever 
given man, that his life and character furnish us a 
perfect example for our relations to each other and 
to God. It must also be conceded that if all men} 
everywhere would put into literal. practice these 
teachings of Jesus, the world would have an ideal 
social order. Now face the dilemma of the unbe- 
liever, that if Jesus was not the divine son of God 
that he claimed to be, such an influence has come 
from one who was either a self<jeluded fanatic 
or an out and out fraud. Who puts the greater 
strain on his intelligence here, the believer or the 
unbeliever? 


No, Sir Oliver Lodge was right in declaring that 
these highest thoughts in religion are most likely 
to be true.

“INTESTINAL FLU”? 


NO SUCH ANIMAL! 


PHYSICIAN calls for help. He 
writes: “ Something ought to be 
done about this. In this neigh- 
borhood about 50 per-cent of dis- 
ease this winter been diagnosed ‘ in- 
testinal flu tever that is. Cecil's 
‘Practice of Medicine’ devotes one line 
to this handy disease, saying nausea, 
vomiting, and intestinal symptoms are 
rare accompaniménts—present in some 
cases, I have recently seen two cases of 
sepsis that were called ‘intestinal fu." 
Please write an article that will put this 
handy diagnosis in the garbage can.” 

I can do this with satisfaction. About 
four years ago I saw an epidemic of 
water borne typhoid get a pretty fair 
start because the diagnosis sent to the 
health department in most of the early 
cases was “intestinal flu.” Stories were 
going around town about an epidemic of 
intestinal flu. Finally the health de- 
partment stepped in, fook up the fight, 
had the diagnosis changed to typhoid 
fever, found the trouble in the water 
supply, stopped it, and that ended the 
wave of so-called intestinal flu. 

We know little enough about flu, or 
influenza, when that infection locates in 
the breathing apparatus. We know. ab- 
solutely nothing about flu in the abdom- 
inal organs. If there is such a disorder 
nobody has ¢eVer proved it. . 


Intestinal flu is easy to say. It sounds | 
about right. It stirs apprehension, but — 
not too much. It connotes: ‘Pretty | 
sick, but you can pull through.” It goes 
well with the public. At the same time 
“there ain't no such animal,” at least, 
not now. When flu comes back to this 
country some ten to twenty years from 
now, it may be an intestinal disease. 
The wave of 1918 attacked at least one 
organ that was generally spared in the 
epidemic of 1890. It is possible that we 
may yet get intestinal fu. Eventually, 
but not now, 

Now, “ intestinal flu” often means ty- 
phoid fever. It may mean sepsis. It 
may mean any one of several] disorders. 
As this doctor says, a diagnosis of in- 
testinal flu is handy but misleading. 


GOOD FOOD COMBINATIONS. 


E. M. H. writes: Please tell me more 
about the potatoes and meat combina- 
tion, and especially the bread and but- 
ter. Did yoy mean that they are not 
to be taken together? 


REPLY. 

Bread and butter make a fine combination. 
Likewise, meat and potatoes. Had it not 
been so, these combinations would not have 
retained their popularity throughout the 
ages. Bread and butter are a fine combina- 
tion because bread is principally starch and 
is low in fat. Butter is rich in fate and 
vitamin A and has no starch. Bread sup- 
plies an acid ash and butter one that is not 
far ovepefe line on either side, Meat and 
potato@® make a good combination because 
meat ig rich in proteids and fat and results 
in acid ash: potatoes are rich in starch or 
carbohydrates and result in alkali ash. 
However, these statements do not mean that 
either combination supplies al] the food ele- 
seauired. As in every other field, we 
may have too much of a good thing.

CRIMINAL ACTION 


Echo of Strike; 80% ot 


Industry Here Hit. 


Practically the entire moving pic- 
ture industry of Chicago was named 
defendants in a criminal) bill of infor- 
mation filed yesterday in the United 
States District court alleging a con- 
spiracy to restrain trade during the 
move strike of last August and Sep- 
tember. 

The bill names as defendants, eleven 
national film distributing corporations, 
managers of the concerns; the Motion 
Picture Exhibitors’ association of Chi- 
cago, at 840 South Wabash avenue, 
having a membership of approximately 
175 individuals; co-partnerships and 
corporations, and all operating 
theaters in and near Chicago. Gov- 
ernment officials estimate that these 
defendants control 300 movie houses in 
Chicago and engage in 80 per cent of 


the film trade. 
“Pyblic interest was in no way in- 


volved in the acts complained of, and 
consequently there was no violation 
of the Sherman act,” Attorney Alfred 
S. Austrian, counsel for the Motion 
Picture Distributing companies, and 
Weymouth Kirkland, counsel for the 
Motion Picture Exhibitors’ association 
of Chicago, said yesterday. 

“The acts were the sole acts of the 
local branch managers and without 
‘the knowledge of the home offices in 
New York City.” 

List of Defendants. 

E. D. Miller, president, and Edwin 
Silverman, secretary of the Exhibitors’ 
association, are named defendants. 
The eleven film distributing concerns 


and their managers are: Metro-Gold-|, 


wyn-Mayer Distributing corporation, 
Felix Mendelssohn, Paramount Fa- 
mous Lasky corporation, Neal F. Ag- 
new, First National Pictures, Inc., 
Carl Leserman, Universal Film Ex- 
changes, Inc.; W. W. Brumber, United 
Artists’ corporation, C. C. Wallace, 
Fox Film corporation, Clyde W. Eck- 
hardt, Pathé Exchange, Inc.; James 8. 
Gilleck, and H. 8. Lorch, F. B. O. Pic- 
tures corporation, J. J. Sampson, Vita- 
graph, Lpc.; Earl Silverman, Columbia 
Pictures corporation, Carl Harthill, 
and Renown Pictures, Inc., Paul Bush. 

The information alleges that a labor 
dispute arose in Chicago on Aug. 29, 
last, between the Orpheum circuit and 
the Motion Picture Operators’ union, 
and that the defendants, in an effort to 
strengthen a lockout&movement in all 
movie theaters, entered into an unlaw- 
ful conspiracy not to deliver films to 
any theater. 

Face Prison and Fines. 


Conviction under the criminal in- 
formation bill would carry a maximum 
penalty of two years’ imprisonment 
and a fine of $5,000 for each defend- 
ant. 

Special Assistant United States At- 
torney General C. Stanley Thompson, 
who presented the information, an- 
nounced that the matter has been un- 
der investigation since the strike and 
that steps will be taken shortly to dis- 
solve the Exhibitors’ association. As- 
sistant United States District Attorney 
Edwin Hess will assist him. 

“On Aug. 30, the defendant ex- 
change managers, acting within the 
scope of their authority from the de- 
fendant distributors, entered into an 
agreement with the Exhibitors’ Asso- 
ciation in accordance with which they 
refused to release, transport, supply, 
and deliver motion picture films to any 
and all motion picture theaters in 
Chicago, and refused to contract to 
deliver such films, constituting a con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade,” is the 
charge contained in the information. 


FATHER CHARGED 
WITH CONTEMPT 
IN GLASER CASE 


John Wheeler, stepfather of 14 year 
old Dolores Wheeler, was given until 
next Saturday to purge himself of a 
contempt charge filed against him yes- 
terday by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Charles Dougherty before Judge 
Harry B. Miller. The Wheeler girl 
was married to Joseph Glaser, notori- 
ous owner of the black and tan Sun- 
set café, just before he was sentenced 
to ten years in prison. The girl was 
the complaining witness in Glaser’s 
conviction of rape. She disappeared 
while a motion for a new trial was 
pending. Subsequently affidavits from 
her, the father and mother, were filed 
gaying that the girl denied her testi- 
mony against Glaser. Wheeler denied 
knowing the whereabouts of the girl. 
It later developed that he was with 
her when the hurried marriage took 
place in Louisville, Ky.

880 New Men. 


Another city budget battle, 
seen as much more spectacular than 
that of Jan. 1, 
the city council's 
the supplemental, or “baby” corpo- 
rate fund budget. 

Finding itself confronted with an 
‘embarrassing lack of funds in draft- 
ing the regular annual budget three 
months ago, the council dodged a 
deadlock by deferring some of the more 
troublesome items to the secondary 
budget. which soon will be up for con- 
sideration. Among those items are 
the demands of Commissioner Michael 
Hughes for 3,000 new policemen and 
of Commissioner A. W. Goodrich for 
1,000 more firemen. 


Built on Expectations. 


In estimating the year's revenues} at 4840 South State street, Fire 


on Jan. 1, City Controller Fitzmorris 
calculated that the increased tax valu- 
tiens put on the books by the quad- 


wennial real estate reassessment would | 


be $300.000,000. Some of the aldermen 
regarded that as too low, but yielde! 
to the majority and the budget was 
vbullt on that basis. Hope for new 
policemeg and firemen was based on 
the belief that Mr, Fitzmorris was too 
conservative. 

Official figures issued by the board 
of review a week ago showed the ac- 
tual increase to be $575,000,000, oF 
$175,000.000 more tham Mr. Fitzmor- 
ris’ estimate. 

The finance committee staff shows 
that Commissioners Hughes and 
Goodrich will be fortunate if they get 
a third of the new men they want. 

John A. Richert, head of that staff, 
figures thus: 

The corperate fund tax rate is 
$1.12% on each $100 assessed valua- 
tion. From the extra $175,000,000, 
therefore, the aldermen will have to 
spend $1,968,750, minus 9 per cent 
salvage, or $1,891,563 net. 

Cuts Down the Estimates. 


The minimum salary of firemen and 
policemen is $2,140 a year. The $1,891,- 
563, thus would employ exactly 880 
new uniformed men. Divided at the 
3-1 ratio, this would give Hughes 660 
and Goodrich 220. 

In other words, the two commis- 
gioners want many times as many 
new men as the council will have the 
money to hire. 

Commissioner Hughes, notwithstand- 
ing, stands firm in his demand. A few 
days ago he declared that “the alder- 
men will be to blame for crime con- 
‘ditions in the future if I don't get 
a bigger force.” A deputy fire com- 
missioner, speaking for the fire de- 


partment, declared that one thousand 
new firemen are “a etark necessity 
to keep down fire losses.’

Legislature Fools Away

Time, Governor Says. 


Albany, N. Y., March 24.—(Spe-| 
cial.)}—Gov. Alfred E. Smith pro-| 
nounced the 1928 session of the legis- | 
lature the least fruitful in good to the | 
people of any that has come within | 
his observation during his years of 
service at Albany. 

Petty par n politics and trivial 
legislation, such as “ fishworm bills,” | 
according to the governor, were per-| 
mitted to interfere with its usefulness | 


to a degree where he was willing to 


place to its credit the passage of con-. 
structive legislation on only one topic | 
of importance, embodied in a series 
of bills recommended by the governor | 
and designed to speed up grade cross- 
ing elimination throughout the state. 

Out of 507 legislative bills the gover- 
nor had signed when the legislature 
adjourned last night he pronounced | 
194 “ senseless and trivial’”’ and reluc- 
tantly signed by him only because es- 
sential in the absence of a grant of 
home rule powers to municipalities. 

The governor in his statement cites 
29 legislative topics which he declares 
the legislature had neglected while 
wasting its time on trivial matters. 

“A large part of the time of the 
legislature was given to amendments 
to the fish and game laws and regulat- 
ing of fishing and fixing the season in 
which they may be taken in given 
sections of the state. One ridiculous 
bill seeks to regulate the taking of 
sand worms for bait. Another bill | 
that was given the dignity of law in- | 
creased the number of dog catchers | 
from one to two in the county of Suf- 
folk. 

“The time of the legislature was 
given to the consideration of bills regu- 
lating angling in Seneca, Cayuga and

A water sports carntval on a scale 
never before attempted is the plan of 
the World's Fair sperts committee, in 
charge of the fmir’s twelve months’ 
sports program. The first step im 
this program was taken recently when 
approval by trustees of the proposed 
fair was given to Architect Edward 
H. Bennett's plans for the site of the 
fair on the lake front. 

A huge water stadium, capable of 
seating 35,000 persons, will be built at 
the Twelfth street end of a water 
course which will originate at Jack- 
son boulevard and continue down along 
the lake front and wind up in front 
of the water stadium. The course will 
be bounded on one side by the present 
mainland. 

On the other side will be an 800 
acre island, plans for which call for 
its completion in the summer of 1931, 
in ample time for launching the com- 
mittee’s program, the first event of 
which is scheduled to be held early in 
the fall of 1932. The program will 
continue through the winter, team up 
with the opening the fair in the 
spring of 1933, and continue through 
to the close of the fair tn October. 

Course 4% Miles Long. 

The length of the water course will 
be four and one-half miles and it will 
have a width of 1,000 feet. 

“This will enable us to stage motor 
boat, canoe, scull and shel] races,” 
said a member of the sports commit- 
tee, of which Col. R. R. McCormick_is 
chairman.

Blowgun Will 
Be Bob’s Aide 
onFishingT rip 


BY BOB BECKER. 

Is there any way in which the 
Cherokee Indian blowgun can be used 
in a sporty way by the middle west 
fisherman? Ever since our return 
from the Great Smoky mountains of 
North Carolina, where the Clerokee 
Indians shoot a ten foot bamboo cane 
“gun” through which arrows are 
blown, we have been considering @ 
possible use for a smaller blowgun in 


muskellunge fishing. 
After experimenting with the kill- 


ing powers of arrows which can be 
blown through a blowgun, we believe 
we have found a sporty use for such a 
weapon and this summer the blowgun 
will be tried out to see if it will dg 
what we want done on a muskie fish- 
ing trip. 

Here is the idea. Many, fishermen 
who tackle the “lunge of middle west 
waters take a pistol or revolver with 
them as part of their outfit. The 
gun is used to kill the half whipped 
fish as soon as it is brought in close 
enough for the gunner to open up 
with a fair degree of accuracy. The 
use of a gun by the fisherman is a 
question for the individual fisherman 
to pass on. 

We don’t like to carry a gun or have 
the guide carry one on a muskie trip, 
because of the possibility of accidents. 
In the Lake of the Woods country in 
Canada no guns are allowed in a 
muskie fisherman’s boat. You have 
to lick your fish and land him with a 
gaff or else beach him. 

But why not use a six foot blowgun 
on a muskie? It seems practical and 
yet not dangerous to the innocent by- 
stander to shoot an arrow whick will 
disable a muskie so as to permit the 
guide or fisherman to land him with 
his hands. 

We are having a six foot blowgun 
made up in order to try this muskie 
stunt.

END LONG FIGHT 


FOR PAVEMENT 
ON OLD TRAIL 


Milwaukee avenue, Chicago’s oriz- 
inal trunk line highway leading 
through the picturesque estates and 
lakes district of northern Illinois, will 
be improved with its final six mile 
pavement link this spring and sum- 
mer after an eight years’ battle on 
the part of Lake county good roads 
workers, 

R. M. Lobdell, Lake county super- 
intendent of highways, announced 
yesterday that all of the right of way 
land dedications needed in Warren 
and Libertyville townships with the 
exception of two have been secured, 

Paving of this final stretch on the 
direct Milwaukee avenue road has 
been a bone of contention in the dis- 
trict for years. Under the original 
sixty million dollar bond issue state 
route 22 was diverted just north of 
Libertyville to run west toward Grays 
lake and north again to the Wiscon- 
sin line near Antioch, while the orig- 
inal Milwaukee avenue, running north 
and bearing east from Libertyville, 
remained a gravel road later desig. 
nated as route 172 under the one hun- 
dred million dollar bond issue plan. 


Advertised Last July. 

It was listed under the Lake county 
bond issue two years ago to receive 
state aid pavement, and was adver- 
tised last July by the state highway 
department. Darrow & Barron of 
Waukegan were the lowest bidders for 
the improvement contract when bids 
were opened. Even then minority op- 
position to the pavement succeeded 
in delaying the work. 

The final campaign which has now 
won the frontage needed to give the 
road an 80 foot right of way through 
Warren and Libertyville townships, 
has been carried out by M. E. Amstutz, 
assistant to Superintendent Lobdell 
and candidate for county surveyor in 
the April 10 election, and by George 
McCullough, supervisor - of Warren 
township, and John Thomas, township 
highway commissioner. 

Last Dedications Likely. 

The two remaining dedication signa- 
tures for the strips of land needed 
just north of the Libertyville limits 
are said to be waiting only for the set- 
tling of a minor allignment question. 

The new pavement will begin at the 
north limits of Libertyville and run 
north and east for 5.75 miles exactly 
parallel to the Des Plaines river and 
through the heart of Des Plaines val- 
ley, passing the new country home of 
Harry Meyer and the Lake county es- 
N. W. MacChesney and 
Arthur L. Farwell to end at Grand 


avenue, directly west of Waukegan.

Detroit Plants Report 


Steady Increases. 

Detroit, March 24. — [Special] — 
Headliners in the automobile industry 
are of the opinion that production and 
sales for the first half of the year will 
exceed expectations of three months 
ago. The first quarter is.now prac- 
tically ended; production and demand 
are holding at levels in excess of those 
of one year ago, and the real spring 
selling season is just ahead. 

Manufacturers are at the present 
endeavoring to maintain schedule 
rather than to increase them, and this 
problem is calling for a tremendous 
output by the leading companies, 
which includes more than 90 per cent 
of the industry's output. A few of 
the factories several weeks age 
touched their top capacity marks and 
are still maintaining them. Others are 
within striking distance with unfilled 
orders on hand, and present indica- 
tions are that the March production 
will exceed that of a year ago by bet- 
ter than 15 per cent. 

Prosperity for Labor. 

All this means prosperity for the 
industry as a whole and for labor in 
particular. Continued competition is 
doing its share by keeping prices 
down and quality up. Dealers are not 
overburdened with cars which have 
been or now are being forced upon 
them, a condition that existed but was 


exceedingly unpopular a few years 
ago. 

A few new models are yet to be in- 
troduced, and as a result, some deal- 
ers are clearing their floors of stock 
on hand. This condition, however, is 
to be expected at most any period of 
the whole year, because of the pre- 
vailing rule of offering new models 
whenever they are ready. 


Open Car Disappearing. 

The open car, like the American 
buffalo. is fast disappearing. True, 
they probably will always be built, 
but on order only, and that time is 
not far off if sales during the first 
two months of this year are a criter- 
ion. 
As goes Wayne county, Mich., the 
recognized hub of the automobile in- 
dustry in the sale of open and closed 
cars, so goes the whole country. Out 
of a total of 4,072 cars sold in Wayne 
county in February less than 100 were 
open models, 63 of them being the 
product of four companies, twenty 
companies not showing in the sale list 
of open models. 

Another fact worthy of note is that, 
although January and February of 
1927 were looked upon as good months 


Ford in the running, the correspond- 
ing months this year showed an in- 
crease in sales of 464 cars. 


Ford Continues to Lag. 

Ford continues to lag far behond 
for some unannounced reason, the 
pickup being slow with no announce- 
ment as to when the big drive will 
start. Plans for Fords’ Highland Park 
plant call for its operation at full 
capacity as soon as possible, but this 
is indefinite. 

Capacity production is not probable 
in- the Ford plants before the early 
fall months, according to unofficial.

MOTORISTS FIND 
OLD BOSTON POST 
ROAD IS MODERN 


America’s first through highway, 
the Boston Post road, is now 255 


years old. The story of this ancient 
trail, first a post riders’ path, now a 
smooth rigid roadway, is a _ history 
of highway building in itself. 

The Boston Post road has evolved 
into one of America’s truly modern 
thoroughfares. This route was one 
of the earliest foadways four traffic 
lanes wide, and is considered the 
longest wide highway in the country. 

Early in 1673, the first horseback 
post left New York City for Boston. 
This was the earliest attempt to link 
together these two towns by land. 

Carried Official Message. 

The rider left New York with megsg- 
sages from Gov. Lovelace to Gov. 
Winthrop of Connecticut and the gov- 
ernor of the Massachusetts bay 
colony. 

At the end of the second day the 
message bearer was still in the con- 
fines of the present New York City, 
for the trail was poorly marked. 

The first journey required two weeks. 
Later, when provisions were made for 
changing horses along the route, the 
time was reduced to one week with 30 
to 50 miles as the average daily dis- 
tance.

The roadway, now concrete for the 
most part, is paved to a width of 36 
or 40 feet.

Michael Kelly, the Meat Cut- 
ters’ union president, is now director 
of the league's political activities. 


Endorsements of political candi- 
dates, -classed as fair to organized 
labor, were made at a meeting of the 
league last week. Among those upon 
whom the stamp of approval was of- ; 
ficially placed was Senator John 
Dailey of Peoria, candidate for attor- 
‘ney general on the Thompson-Small 
combination slate. It willbe recalled 
that Senator Dailey several years ago 
was the guiding spirit in a sweeping 
investigation of extortion in the Chi- 
cago building industry, and that in- 
dictment of a number of building 
trades representatives resulted. 


Report Many Out of Work. 


Chicago builders estimate that be- 

tween thirty and thirty-five per cent of 
resident building trades workers are 
unemployed. Carpenters are especially 
hard hit by the wave of unemployment. 
Yet most of the carpentry work on 
state construction has been done by 
nonunion labor. And the same is true 
of hard roads building. 
' After a recent secret meeting he- 
tween representatives of the Wage 
Farners’ league and one of Gov. 
Small's lieutenants, the governor was 
hailed as one of union labor’s best 
friends. On the other hand Gov. Small 
a few months ago was heard to re- 
mark that Chicago labor leaders were 
“a bunch of pests.” . 

If any of the labor leaders are in- 
quisitive, let them inquire awd they 
will learn that the governor added 
another remark that would werund 
their feelings even more. 


Pass Up Miss Nestor. 


This year Miss Agnes Nestor, head | 
of the Chicago Woman's Trade Union 
league, is a candidate for the legisla- | 


ture. She has been an untiring worker 


‘in the ranks of labor for twenty years, ' 


particularly among the garment work- 
_ers, the waitresses, and the girls who 
toil for a livelihood. The Wage Earn- 
ers’ league refused to endorse Migs 
Nestor. There was some talk about a 
“ satisfactory settlement.”’ 

Some of the league’s indorsements 
have been quite puzzling to the politi- 
clans.themselves, Times are frequent 
when all candidates for some office 
receive the league's indorsement and 
this leads to disputes betwen the can- 
didates as to which one got the O, K. 
first. 

Fake labor newspapers are common 
during elections. High pressure sales- 
men sandbag politicians for advertise- 
ments and photos of smiling office- 
seekers adorn the pages of these fake 
labor newspapers which are read and 
seen only by the politicians them- 
‘selves.

There is 
a great difference of opinion among 
men all along the line from producer 
to consumer. Even the farmers, them- 
selves, disagree. Various angles of the 
subject have been discussed in this de- 


partment during the last year or more 
and various opinions have been ex- 
pressed both for and against the sys- 
tem of selling animals direct to the 
packer instead of marketing through 
the commission men at the terminal 
markets. 

The Institute of American Meat 
Packers at 509 South Wabash avenue, 
Chicago, has the following to say con- 
cerning some of the opinions given in 
an article on direct marketing recently 
published in this department: 

“We have read with great interest 
the article headed ‘ Direct Marketing 
Debate Before Congress Soon,’ which 
appeared in the Feb. 19 issue of THE 
CHIcaGo SUNDAY TRIBUNE. The arti- 
cle contains several statements on 
which we should like to £omment, to 
the effect that direct marketing is det- 
rimental to the interests of live stock 
producers. 

Competitive Prices Prevail. 


“In the first place, the quoted reso- 
lution of the Illinois Agricultural as- 
sociation states that direct selling of 
live stock to packers is a menace to 
the present system of open competi-

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tive bidding, and the article later 
states that direct shipping to the 
packer, as opposed to direct buying 
by the packer, tends to restrict buying 
competition because in the case of di- 
rect shipping the packer arbitrarily 
fixes the price. 

‘We should like to point out that 
the live stock producer who ships his 
hogs to a packer receives for his hogs 
a price determined by the competitive 
prices prevailing on that day at the 
public markets. That is understood 
by the producers, and it is on the 
strength of that understanding that 
live stock producers make shipments 
to a packer. The producer knows 
that the prices on the central markets 
are quoted by grades, and that pack- 
ers who buy hogs which have been 
shipped to them direct will meet the 
competitive prices prevailing on the 
markets for hogs of similar grades. 
If these producers are not satisfied 
with the prices which they are obtain- 
ing in shipping their hogs direct it is 
obvious that they would market their 
bogs in some other way. 

Several Markets Available. 


“In the vast majority of cases the 
producer is so situated that he can 
ship direct to several packers or can 
ship his live stock to one or more 
central markets. Prices at different 
points are published widely in news- 
papers, in government reports, by 
radio, and in other ways, so that the 
producer is in position to keep him-. 
self thoroughly posted on prevailing 
prices and can take advantage of the 
best price obtainable at any nearby 
market. 

‘We also believe that it is er- 
roneous to state that direct marketing 
restricts buying competition or tends 
to lower hog prices on the public mar- 
kets. It would be as logical to argue 
that the decrease in the hog supply 
at the central markets whtak results 
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from direct marketing tends actually 
to increase prices. 

‘The plain fact is, however, that 
hog prices are determined by a total 
supply of hogs and the total demand 
for hogs (as influenced by the demand 
from consumers for pork), and not 
by the place or method of purchase. 


Central Markets Not Imperiled. 


“ Direct marketing in no way im- 
perils the existence of the central 
markets. It is obvious that the many 
packers who have enormous sums of 
money invested at the central mar- 
kets are.as interested as any one else 
in maintaining the markets at whicn 
they are established. Furthermore, 
the great bulk of the buying is done 
through the central markets. 

‘Moreover, those who say that 
direct selling by the producer restricts 
buying competition or reduces the de- 
mand for hogs at the central markets 
seem to overlook the fact that, when 
farmers sell their animals at home, 
the supply at the central markets is 
reduced accordingly, and that the re- 
duction in the one automatically off- 
sets the reduction in the other. 

“The article also states that ‘the 
farmer, in the majority of cases, has 
little to say about what he gets from 
the packer.’ Competition, which is 
always present in the meat industry 
and which is very keen, must be con- 
sidered. A packer may feel that he 
would like to pay lower prices for 
live stocK than those prevailing, but, 
unless he offers a price that is in line 
with the going market prices, pro- 
ducers will sell their animals else- 
where. 

“We venture the hope that you will 
place these additional facts before 
your readers so that they may have 
the opportunity of studying further 
the packers’ viewpoint on this im- 
portant question.” 


Illinois F armers Plan to 


Increase Grain Acreage 


Illinois farmers plan to increase the 
state corn acreage about 5 per cent 
over that of last season, if spring 
planting conditions enable them to 
carry out their expressed intentions 
on March 1. This forecast is based 
on data gathered from all counties 
in a joint survey made by the Illinois 
and federal departments of agricul- 
ture. 

Present indications point to in- 
creases of 2 per cent in oats, 10 per 
cent in spring wheat, and 20 per 
cent increase in the 1928 barley over 
the state acreage of these crops last 


season, according to A. J. Surratt, 
agricultural statistician, Springfield, 
Tl.

“ Gad—eighty—that is really a decent number,” 


he said, joyously, rubbing his bands together in a ~ 


gesture of satisfaction. ; 

His comrades of the flight congratulated him. 
‘In the mess room they lifted their cups and toasted 
their leader, their master, and teacher, their idol, 
and their comrade. 

Yes, eighty wus in fact a real number—a fat, 
well rounded out figure. It was emphatic and solid, 
ample and generous. It sounded even better than 
eighty-one, which had something accidental about it. 


Eighty seemed like a goal that had been desig- 


nated and gained. It carried an air of finality. 


With this feeling of complacency, Manfred went 
to bed on the last night of his life. 


N the morning of April 21, 1918, two young 
men rolled out of their wartime bunks in 
France and took a look at the weather. 
The two bunks were about twenty miles apart. 
Across that twenty miles thousands of men, com- 
prising units of two enormous military forces, were 
engaged in death grips. 
One of the young men was a Canadian. He was 
24 years old and a war bird of the Royal Air force. 
He awoke with a sick stomach and shattered nerves. 


He had been living for the last month mainly on 


brandy and milk, and fighting in the air nearly 
every day on that diet. He was almost all in. 

His name.was Roy Brown. 

The other man was 25 year old Baron Manfred 
von Richthofen, the Red Knight of Germany and 
the kaiser’s deadliest ace. His eyes ‘clear, his 
nerves were steady; he both ate and slept well. 
He felt fine. 

If Brown and Richthofen had ever met, neither 
of them knew it. Richthofen had never heard of 
Brown, but Brown had heard a_ lot about 
Richthofen. 

Fate knew the life and record of each, and 
Destiny had designated that day for their fatal 
contact. Brown was due to kill Richthofen before 
noon over the little village of Sailly-le-Sec, in the 
valley of the Somme. ; 

The war had been going on for almost four 
‘years. It had yanked Richthofen out of his bar- 
racks in Silesia and sent him riding across the 
Russian frontier with his patrol of uhlans, and 
later had put him into the air to kill, maim, and 
capture scores of his country’s enemies. 

It had carried Roy Brown from his home in 
Carleton place, Ontario, at the age of 20 to the 
Wright flying school at Dayton, O., to study avia- 

- tion at his own expense. He wanted to fly and fight 
for his country, and he learned the first rudiments 


of aviation in the United States, which at the time 


was not in the war. 

With this American training he gained his com- 
roission as a flight sub-lieutenant in the British 
Royal navy on Sept. 1, 1915; and in December of 
that year sailed from New York for England. 

He was sent to Chingford, where, while under- 
going combat training, he crashed to the ground 
and fractured a bone in his spine. It kept him in 
the hospital until the beginning of 1917. 

For the rest of that year and until the first of 
April, 1918, he flew with the Royal Navy Air squad- 
ron No. 9, which was assigned to land duty in 
France. His unit patrolled the Belgian coast and 
escorted bombing raiders far behind the German 
lines. 

Officially he was credited with having shot down

twelve German planes, but his flying comrades 
believe that this figure did not approach the actual 
number of enemy machines that were destroyed 
under his guns. He had won his Distinguished 
Service cross, 


N the first day of the month in which he was to 
kill Richthofen, Brown was raised to the rank 
of captain and made a flight commander in 

the newly formed Royal Air force, which combined 
the flying services of the army and the navy. With 
a number of other former naval pilots, he was as- 
signed to squadron 209. Riise 

When Brown was not in the air he was in bed, 
soothing the jumpy nerves, doping the bolshevik 
stomach, and pegging himself with brandy and 
milk for nourishment. Then up again, twice a day, 
into the air on the regular patrol. 

Squadron 209 had frequent encounters with 
Richthofen’s circus. Morning and afternoon they 
were likely to bump into the flying baron’s aggre- 
gation of gayly decorated Fokker triplanes and 
Albatross scouts, numbering anywhere from twenty 


to fifty, and flying in various formations under a 


central command. 

Richthofen had developed mass maneuvers for 
the air, and the British had been forced to follow 
his lead. 

Brown’s squadron, which was under the command 
of Maj. C. H. Butler, D. 8. O., was located at 
Bertangles and was coéperating with the Fourth 
British army on the Amiens front. 

Richthofen’s circus had its principal airdrom 
just east of the little village of Cappy. Manfred 
had slept there the night before, his ears tingling 
with the congratulations of his flyers upon his 
eightieth victory. 

In addition to this exultation, he felt particu- 
larly happy over the prospect of leave and game 
hunting in the Black forest. This leave was to 


become effective on April 24, and he and Lieut. 
Hans Joachim Wolff had planned to spend it 
together. 

After a light breakfast, the German ace stepped 
out of his quarters, in front of which a regimental 
band was playing. It had been sent to the air- 
drome by a nearby division commander, who of- 
ered this serenade with his congratulations upon 
the eightieth victory. 

Richthofen did not like the music. He said it 
was too loud. With Wolff, he walked away from 
the band and went to the hangars, where mechanics 
were putting the finishing touches on his plane. . 

The weather was cold, but there was just a touch 
of spring in the air. 
wind was from the east. This was not so good. 

At the door of the hangar Richthofen stopped 
to play with a puppy. Some one with a camera 
recorded this act. It was the last photograph taken 
of him in life. 3 

A sergeant from among the mechanics came for- 
ward with a post card addressed to his son. He 
asked Manfred to sign it for him. 7 

“What's the matter—do you think I won't re- 
turn?” the ace inquired, with a smile, as he signed 
his name for the last time. 

Staffel Eleven left the ground at about 11:30 
a. m., German time, which corresponds with the 
English hour of 10:30 o'clock. It flew in two groups 
of five planes each. 

Manfred led the first group, which included his 
cousin, Lieut. von Richthofen, who as;a beginner 
had been warned to take no chances, but to observe 
carefully the tactics of the staffel veterans and 
learn exactly how to kill without getting killed. 

Lieut. Karjus, Lieut. Wolff, and Bergt. Ma). 
Scholz made up the remainder of the group. Staf- 
fel Five, also under Richthofen’s command, had 
taken the air at the same time. They flew west. 
toward the front. 

Brown’s squadron, composed of three flights of

five planes each, had taken the air from Bertangles 
flying field at almost the same hour. The first 
flight flew in a close V shaped formation: one 
plane leading, two planes slightly behind on either 
side, and two others stillfarther apart, above and 
behind them. 

Flanking the leading flight on the right, but in 
the same formation, was Capt. Brown’s flight, he 
being second in command of the squadron. A simi- 
lar unit of five planes flanked the leading group 
on the left. This was the squadron’s formation for 
battle. It was out for trouble. 

Up and down the front it flew, taking a method- 
ical patrol beat over the lines, which ran north 
and south. Flying in wide ares, the squadron grad- 
ually gained an altitude of 15,000 feet. The visi- 
bility was fair, with few clouds, but Brown soon 
noticed that Maj. Butler and the five planes of 
the leading flight were not in sight. 


The young Canadian assumed command of the 
two remaining flights and signaled for the flight 
on the left to take a position behind and above 
him. With the formation he headed eastward. 


Two miles below Brown a couple of slow flying 
reconnaissance planes were taking photographs. 
They were old R. E. 8s, belonging to an Australian 
squadron. Their job was to photograph the Ger- 
man lines around the village of Hamel. 

A daring quartet of Australian youngsters manned 
these antiquated machines. 8. G. Garrett, an archi- 
tect from Melbourne, handled the stick in one 
plane, with A. V. Barrow, a former salesman, 
operating the cameras. T. L. Simpson, an electrical 
engineer from Hamilton, Australia, flew the second 
machine, with E. C. Banks, a Sydney surveyor, 
manning the rear machine gun. | 

They were all lieutenants, and Simpson’s expert 
handling of the flying controls had won for him 
the Distinguished Flying cross. 

These were the essential human elements of the 
impending battle: Richthofen flying west, Brown 
flying east, the Australian observation planes flying 
two miles lower, and all of them converging nearly 
over the village of Hamel. 


HE engagement opened when four Fokker tri- 
planes started down to get the cold meat rep- 
resented by the R. E.’s. 

Simpson and Banks were first in their path. Banks 
jumped from his camera sights and got into action 
with the rear machine gun. Simpson gave the 
R. E. her full throttle and maneuvered for the best 
defensive position. While the rear Lewis gun was 
spitting out the last of 200 rounds of lead, Simpson 
dived into a cloud, seeking cover. 

Suddenly the English anti-aircraft artillery came 
to bat. Archie shells bursting below him called 
Brown's attention to the plight of the Australian 
observation planes. 

A kick on the rudder turned Brown’s Camel on 
its side and he saw Richthofen’s swarm of Fokkers 
diving on the same planes. Brown saw the hard 
pressed Australians giving the best possible account 
of themselves, but he realized that they could hold 
out but a few minutes against the fighting strength 
then descending upon them like an avalanche. 

While he watched the fight more than two. miles 
below—he estimated the engagement to be at 3,000 
feet altitude—his mind, trained to the mathematical 
formulas of flying formations, quickly reviewed the 
situation. 

His consideration of the problem was only mo- 
mentary. He waggled the wings of his plane, the 
signal for the others to follow him. The next 
second he pushed forward on the stick and dived 
straight for tne combat. 

Seven of the cherry nosed Camels followed on 
the two mile descent. All knew they were to drive 
the attacking Fokkers off the flanks of the hard 
pressed R. E.’s, which were still holding out by 
skill and luck. After that, they were to get as 
many of the enemy as possible, and then make for 
home. 

This final objective was definite and specific, 
British air losses had been so severe that orders 
had been issued to conserve the remainder of the 


fighting air strength until new flyers could be 


trained. 

Especially had these orders been given that day 
to one of Brown's men, who, like Richthofen’s 
cousin, was a beginner. He was Lieut. W. R. May 
of Edmonton, Alberta, Canada. 

This was the morning of May’s baptiem of fire 
in the air. He operated under instructions that 
forbade him under any circumstances to stay in a 
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had gone down in flames.

general dog fight. He had been told to pick out 
an isolated plane and put it down if he could; 
if not, then to play with it until he could break 
away and streak for home. 

With guns roaring and motors wide open, the 
eight Camels plunged into the mélée. There was 
no order of battle—only thirty racing engines of 
destruction rolling, diving, turning, circling, bank- 
ing, and firing bursts of bullets each time an op- 
ponent flashed across the sights of their guns. 


The R. E.s were saved. Diving with all speed, — 


they pulled out of the fight, leaving their assailants 
to deal with the new and more nearly equal forces 


that now attacked them. ; 
In the mélée all of the planes lost height and 


' position, and, in the grip of the east wind, the com- 


bat swung slowly back toward the actual ground 
battle line, the contestants getting lower and lower 
each minute. 7 


ANFRED VON RICHTHOFEN was in the 
fight, and it was to be his last. He had led 
his staffel to the attack over Hamel when 

he saw the descent of Brown's cerise-nosed Camels 
on the assailants of the struggling R. Es. 

Somewhere, indefinitely, in the dog fight, Roy 
Brown had spent what he today considers the 
speediest and most exciting ten minutes of his life. 

Flying automatically, he concentrated on the 
triple problem of avoiding collision, putting his 
own bullets where they would count, and at the 
same time protecting himself and his plane from 
the bullets of his opponents. 

Brown’s companions were also units in the dizzy 
whirl, of the fight. Lieut. M. 8S. Taylor sent an 
Albatross down in flames just before the general 
engagement opened. Lieut. W. J. Mackenzie 
knocked down a triplane out of control. Another 
triplane with a blue tail took the death dive earth- 
ward after receiving a full burst of lead from the 
guns of Lieut. F. J. W. Mellersh. 

May, the baby of the squadron, had picked out 
his lone plane on the edge of the mélée, and it 
Then he remembered 
his other orders and started a long dive for home. 

Brown, coming out of a death waltz with two 
Fokkers, saw May’s departure. He wished him 
luck and turned his attention to his other planes, 
planning to stay with them unless May got into 


trouble. 3 7 
Trouble lit on young Mr. May immediately. It 


came out of the sky from above and behind. It 
came with terrific speed in the form of an all red 
Fokker triplane. 

In the single cockpit sat a young man who in 
three years of war earned the title of death's ablest 
ambassador. It was his proud boast that any flyer 
who got below and in front of him waa a goner. 


Richthofen was flying on May's tail. He had 
selected him for his next victim. The nose of the 
all red Fokker was within thirty yards of the flee- 
ing Camel. May, looking over his shoulder, saw 
the approach of death. He saw the openwork air- 
cooling casings Of the two Spandau barrels pointin 
down on him from above. ° 


The open cockpit of May’s Camel came within 
the wire-crossed circle of Richthofen's sights. The 
pressure of a steady finger on the trigger, two jets 
of lead—short bursts—spouted from the gun barrels. 
Bullets snapped through the air close by. May's 
ears. Splinters flew from the struts before him. 

The young Canadian resorted to every stunt he 
knew to get out of that deadly line of fire. 

Brown, from the height of 1,000 feet, saw the 
frantic efforts of his fledgling to extricate himself 
from the talons of the pursuing eagle. He nosed 
the Camel down again at full speed toward the 
flying duelists, who were now not more than 200 
feet off the ground. ’ 

Directly ip front and beneath the pair were the 
trench positions and gun pits of .an Australian 
division. They were located near the crest of the 
ridge, and the waiting gunners watched with bated 
breath the two whirling, twisting forms of Richt- 
hofen and his harassed quarry. 

Brown had arrived at the end of his dive. He 
came out of it slightly above and behind the dart- 
ing Fokker. His last belt of ammunition was in 
place. He pressed the trigger and the ready Vickers 
spoke in deadly unison. 

He watched the tracer bullets going into the red 
triplane ahead. They hit the tail first. A slight 
pull on the stick—a fractional elevation of the 
Camel’s nose—and the Canadian’s line of fire start- 
ed to tuck a seam up the body of the Fokker. 

Richthofen, with his spurting Spandaus. still 
trained on May, was unaware of this attack from 
the rear. 7 

Brown saw his tracers penetrate the side of the 
Fokker cockpit. 

The Fokker wavered in midair—faltered—glided 
earthward.

Codfsh Balls. 


Use one cup of cooked and shredded codfish to each two of 
freshly boiled potato, one-fourth cup of hot milk, pepper if liked, 
egg and bread crumbs. Mix the codfish and potato together 
thoroughly and bind them with the hot milk. (The egg white 
may be used and the yolk only used for the egging.) This should 
make a dozen balls of ordinary size. Flour your hands, dip up 
enough for a ball in a tablespoon and transfer it to your hands. 
After the balls are made they may stand some hours or over night 


before egging and crumbing and cooking them. 

Instead of cooking them in deep fat they may be cooked in 
two other ways. One way is to have the broiling oven very hot, 
ready for the egg and crumbed balls, over which has been sprin- 
kled a few drops of vegetable oil. Put into the broiling oven 
quite near to the fire. They should brown in about eight minutes. 
Take out and brown the bottoms by setting the pan directly over 
the top heat of the stove—over the gas burner, but better over a 
solid top. A short handled frying pan is an excellent, utensil for 
this work. | 


| Flank Steak Rosettes. 


Roll one flank steak with the grain, fasten with small iron 
skewers, slice by cutting between the skewers to get rosettes. Oi! 
the frying pan and have it genuinely hot before putting in the 
meat, or hot enough to sear the meat instantly it is put in. An 
inch and a half thick rosette should be cooked twenty minutes in 
all. Any good pan-frying method may be used, and one of these 
is to sear one side while you count ten, then sear it the same way 
on the other, after which lower the heat and let the meat cook 
slowly to the desired point. 

Another way is to sear one side and then lower the heat and 
cook for ten minutes at a temperature which is slow enough so 
that the juices will not boil up and out the top, then turn up the 
heat for a bit and only turn the meat when the pan is as hot 
as it was at the start, so that it will instantly sear the uncooked 
surface. If the pan is not hot enough so that the meat hisses 
when it is turned that sidé will have a stewed appearance. It is 
possible to manage a hot pan so that the meat cooked in it will be 
practically like that broiled over hot coals, but since the coals will 
not lose heat as fast as a pan under lowered gas, the searing on 
both sides at once may be necessary. It is ideal to have a solid 
and lessening heat for the longer part of the cooking.

‘ The blouse. which is patterned, is often seen this spring 

' with a plain ensemble, giving a bit of brilliancy to the 
extreme modesty of the costume. The most frequent blouse 
patterns seen in Paris are stripes, as shown in the Lucile 
model just described, and polka dots, as shown in the 
Champcommuna!l model on our third figure. 

Polka dots of all sizes, from the pin-point variety to 
the dollar circle, are used by fabric makers to pattern their 
materials. The green polka dot in variable sizes prints 
the white china silk blouse of our model. This polka dot 
silk is also used for the little flower that is placed on the 
lapel of the coat. Champcommunal makes the coat of 
this ensemble of diagonal gray woolen, open in weave, and 
the cuts the coat to three-quarters length, which is smart. 

Coats of ensembles come in every length from hips to 
hemlines, but the coat shown in this model and the full 
length coat are the most popular types. The small shawl 
collar of this voat, its slight flare from shoulders to hem, 

. and its trimming of buttonholes only around pockets and 
on sleeves are all items that give it individual chic. 

The diagonal! lines of the material are used to pattern 
the two bands on the front of the skirt, the lines running 
in opposite direction to the lines on the skirt itself.

We say that the Italian woman fans 
her fire, and in.a sense she does, but 
even in that she exercises art, as we 
hope to show. She can cook a dinner 
with a handful of charcoel, on the 
dying @mbers making a national des- 
sert, the sabayon. She has kettles of 
many graduated sizes to use and fitted 
to the amount of fire used, all in the 
interest of economical cooking (cucina 
economica) in an almost fuelless coun- 
try. 

Walter Lippmann has recently, in 
contrasting the ease of grasping some- 
thing you can see like a play with the 
difficulties of grasping something you 
eannot see, like politics, has spoken of 
the realities of the latter as “‘ complex, 
invisible and elusive.” And that is 
just what some of the realities of cook- 
ing are, and among these there is none 
so elusive as the cooking fire. 

The Cooking Success. 

Nine-tenths or even ten-tenths of the 
success of breads and cakes, and espe- 
cially of gingerbread, depends on the 
way they are baked, yet women will 
s° on for years trying to bake these 
without first thoroughly learning about 
the behavior of fire. They treat the 
oven as though it were a dumb thing 
instead of something lively and quick 
and even destructive as any fire can be. 
The bread or cake made with care 
and trouble is shoved into the oven 
and it is expected to do the rest, and 
sometimes by a happy accident, it will. 
That may be @ true misfortune to the 


Cook, because there is no relying on 
accidents. 


The recipe can be put down in black 
and ‘white, the behavior of fire even 
when thermometers and regulators are 
used, in an attempt to do so, cannot 
be. Therefore, we would urge would- 
be cooks to learn fire, learn fire, learn 


iret. 
, An Italian Stove. 

Once upon a time, after seeing a 
home kitc 
Rome, I tried to describe 
which at sight seemed to: me the most 
primitive thing imaginabie, yet we hed 
& wonderful dinner cooked on it and 
im it.. The total depth of that stove 
was not more than eighteen inches — 
there “was no oven—but it was table 
height, and underneath it were closets 
with large iron doors in which fue! 
wag kept. The stove proper was of 
porcelain tiles with three holes in the 
iniddle of the top. About four or five 


_inches below or underneath these holes 


there whe a grate about six inches 
square, These grates were really the 
bottom of tron pans with slantifig sides 
which were, at the top, the size of the 


holes there. There were air spaces 
underneath with a sliding door to close 
off the air. 

The third hole was over an open 
space where charcoal could be burned 
and the cover for this was of many 
rings—some of our old fashioned wood 
and coal stoves had covers of this sort. 
This was most particularly designed 
for cucina economica. Kettles of dif- 
ferent sizes were used over this, and 
some with globe-like instead of flat 


'- bottoms to reach to the last dying bit 


of charcoal, and to get work out of it. 


Since coals die first on the outside 
and towards the center, the smalles 
kettle set in the innermost ring was 
used for the last dying ember of fire. 
That fire could do nothing for a large 
k@tle, nor would it cook some foods, 
but the mistress of the fire knew just 
what it would do, and she made it 
work. The utensils that set into these 
rings had a little ridge like that in 
the inner kettle of a double boiler 
which held them in a set place. Flat 
bottomed pans and kettles were not 
used over the rings, because it was 
designed for the other type of work 
—boilings. 

And there was another wey ef cook- 
ing on this stove, which gat close 
against the wall and had the top faving 
of tiles, Covering eighteen inches or 
more of this top was a sheet of iron, 
and a piece of the same size was 
against the back at right angles to 
it. In the angle between these two 
was built a charcoal fire for spit roast- 
ing, or the roasting of food before this 
fire on a turnspit. This was possible 
because of the great and rather low 
hood over the stove. 


The Roasting Spit or Jack. 


The spit was nothing but a slender 
rod of iron fastened at one end to 
a simple little machine about a foot 
high on top of which Was something 
that worked like a clock, and was 
wound up by a sort of handle. The 
other end of the spit rested on some- 
thing that loo like a desk filing pin 
with an exceptional long point. .In 
this rod were notches in any one of 
which could rest the end of the spit. 
Some of the ornate andirons we see 
today have the spit or rod but no ma- 
chine for turning it, but it was once 
turned by boys, or dogs in a treadmill). 

With three windings of this spit a 
chicken was roasted, or three might, 
with more fire, have been roasted on 
it, because it was long enough for that, 
and 5 cents worth of charcoal—in 1912 
it was—-furnished fuel enough for the 
work. Sometimes the thrifty Italian 
housewife I knew put leftover coals 
in this angle on the stove top and 
did toasting there. 


Spitting for Barbecues. 

The above description has been given 
Partly because today so many people 
Wish to barbecue meat and this was 
the original way to dg it, In England 
I have seen the great ox roastings 
where the slender trunk of a tree was 
used for the spit, and a cart wheel 
turned constantly by a man was fast- 
ened at one end of the tree, just out- 
side its support. Mhe spit was not 
run through the carcass of the ox, 
but this wes fastened to the wood by 
staples. 


An upright fire on a brick wall, with 
&@ grate in front, furnished the fire and 
there was a great dripping pan under- 
neath with wells in it to catch and con- 
centrate the trying out fat that was 
dipped back many times over the meat 
while it was cooking—for six hours 
or more, according to its size. Pigs 
were cooked the same way, the surface 
fat elaborately carved. in fancy fig- 
ures. The ‘good modern out-of-dgor 
cook ought te know how to make a 
spit, and be a turnspitter, and also 
how to play the Tom. Sewyer trick 
of getting others to do the turni 
for him. 


An Italian Dinner. 


For cooking one dinnér on the stove 
above described, two or three centy’ 
worth of charcoal was put into each 
of the two iron pans with the grate 
bottoms, and on the fires so made an 


elaborate meal was cooked. When the 
fire was not quite brisk enough for 


“the work a fan was waved before the 


door at the sides, never over the fire. 
Then, when it was no longer necessary 
to have the charcoal waste by rapid 
burning, the door into the air space 
was closed, and the fire was just kept 
alive until it was needed for further 
use, which finally was for the slight 
cooking of the dessert, the zabaione 
or a hot eggnog. which the French 
use for a sauce, the latter calling it 
sabayon. 

The Italians also use this for a meat 
Sauce, in. which case they substitute 
vinegar for the wine (Marsala) which 
they use mostly for it when it is served 
hot and stirred to the last minute— 
for a dessert. 


Agro-Dolci Lamb. 

There are many Italian recipes 
which have as part of their title the 
term “agro-dolci’” which means 
“ sweet-sour,” although often only the 
sour, in the way of vinegar or lemon 
juice is used and no sugar. (I do not 
speak positively because I know only 
a little about this, but have tried agro- 
dolci summer squash, etc., and found 
it and them good.) 


The lamb I saw cooked over the 
Italian stove described above—for four 
people—consisted of two pounds of 
meat cut in small pieces and cooked 
in one tablespoon of fat in a covered 
frying pan, until the fat and the juices 
which had cooked out were absorbed 
again, It was slow and thorough cook- 
ing, as with such fuel it is bound to 
be. Finally, it began to brown—which 
is much more sensible than to have 
it crust over in about three minutes 
—and when it was well colored (re- 
member the slow fire) it was done. 
Then in with it was put a half cup 
of vinegar in which had been soaking 
a sprig of rosemary. This was cooked 
a minute or two and the lamb was 
served, 

There are one or two items in this 
that a dietitian ‘might object to, but 
lemon juice and egg could be used for 
the sauce, and with the right sort of 
cooking one tablespoon of fat to two 
pounds of meat is not anything to ob- 
ject to, partly because meat has some 
fat, anyway. It was put in and hot 
when the fire was at its best, before 
the meat was added, so it was not ab- 
sorbed by it. O, well, we can do some 
nice reasoning here, if we choose. 


Gas Versus Charcoal. 


We have tried to show that there 
Was a good deal of behavior to that 
management of a bit of charcoal to 
make it do a good deal of work, and 
the right kind of work, although not 
all of it can be described. There was 
air under it to control the fire, and 
this was made increasingly active by 
fanning. But that air could be prac- 
tically shut off, and so the fire would 
not waste. 


The heat wag economized by cover- 
ing the meat, as cooks who do frying 
pan cooking can profitably do to the 
advantage of their meat, although they 
must know when and how. With ¢is 
the pan must be hot, the fat used 
as a medium hot, and then when the 
pores of the meat have been well 
sealed to prevent loss of juices, with 
stiffening and often toughening of the 
meat, the cover may be put on, and 
most of the heat raising power of the 
fire tamed. 

When anything is once well under 
Way in its cooking it takes but a little 
fire to maintain the established tem- 
perature, while the heat required to 
get it up to that if it goes on is too 
much for the work. That seems to 
be the hardest thing for a cook +-ho

Lay one at a time, running 
the fingers under each plait laid, to 
be sure that the underfold is as smooth 
as the outside one. Then baste from 
the top down. 


The blouse may be basted, fitted, 
and entirely finished before setting on 
the skirt. There are two pin tucks 
each side of the center back at the 
neck. These are creased or folded 
exactly on the perforations and 
stitched about 1-16th inch from the 
fold. If you use a lock stitch ma- 
chine, pull the threads through to the 
wrong side and fasten securely. If a 
single thread machine is used, allow 
a long enough thread at each tuck 
end to thread and fasten. Basting 
threads should also be removed care- 
fully as soon as their usefulness is past. 


The sleeves are made close fitting 
by means of a dart up the outside 
from the wrist to just below the 
elbow. Be careful not to stretch the 
edges of the dart seams, and in put- 
ting together there must not be the 
slightest twist. 


The front and back panels and belt 
pieces are set in place after the rest 
of the dress is finished. These will 
look well if lined with the same or 
a contrasting material, or the edges 
may be finished with a narrow bias 
binding, and no lining used.

This box will save the outdoor Twin Pusher from many a crack-up. 
It is designed for carrying the plane between home and school and the 


fying field. 


Most experienced model aviators 
make the sides and ends out of white 
pine or basswood, % inch thick. The 
top and bottom they cover with heavy 
cardboard or composition board. 


If a bench saw is available in the 
neighborhood—perhaps the manual 
training department has one—the box 
can be constructed in one piece. Use 
6 inch boards for the sides and ends, 
and nail on the top and bottom cover- 
ing. Then take the box to the bench 
saw and rip it through 4 inches from 
the bottom. This guarantees an exact 
fit between the lid and the bottom part 
of the box. 


Catches Must Be Strong. 


The cover is attached to the bottom 
with three strong hinges—the box is 


too long for just two hinges. The lids 
onthe inside compartments are held 
wi strong catches available at any 
hardware store. Be sure that these 
catches are strong enough so that the 
compartment lids will not spring open. 

One boy brought an outdoor twin 
pusher all the way from California to 
Memphis last fall to take part in a 
national contest, and when he arrived 
at Memphis he found that the lid of 
his lower compartment had sprung 
open, allowing several of his tools to 
drop out and destroy his fragile wings 
and balsam frame. He had several 
planes in the box, but not one of them 
was in shape to fly.

Three Planes Permitted. 


Since the outdoor twin pusher is to 
be flown in contests, it will be well 
to start now to’ prepare for every 
emergency that will arise on the flying 
field. . 

First of all, there’s the chance that 
the plane will be cracked up. To pro- 
tect against that possibility, take two 
or three planes along. The box will 
easily carry them. Contest rules per- 
mit the use of three different planes 
to complete the three official] flights. 


Nearly every contestant has at least 
three planes, and he constructs them 
sofmewhat differently. He has one 
ship with a fairly heavy frame and 
wing, to fly in windy weather. The 
value of having a reserve ship that’s 
strong enough to withstand heavy 
strains can readily be understood. The 
other two planes are of light con- 
struction, for calm weather. 


The second chance is that a contest- 
ant will run out of propellers. Carry 
several extra sets of propellers along. 

At least three good rubber motors 
will be needed. More than one con- 
testant has won a title because he had 
a fresh motor to replace one that had 
lost its life. 

The box should contain extra am- 
broid, banana oil, acetone, bamboo, tis- 
sue, and silk thread for repairs. In 
addition, it should have the following 
tools: Pliers, sharp knife, and small 
block plane. Be ready for every emer- 
gency!

@mmodious kitchen cabinet, a stove 
quipped with the most satisfactory 
Belern appliances, a sink with a dou- 
drain board, a convenient broom 
Geet, and a work table of ample pro- 
Mttion—all are done in white enamel. 


ground of pale gray and grayish 
green. Putty colored woodwork is 
picked out in dull orange. iAt the 
windows are net glass curtains, em- 
broidered with very large yellow polka 
dots. Overcurtains, which hang 
straight to the floor, are of plain yel- 
low glazed chintz, bound at the edges 
with orange glazed chintz, and fin- 


Low four post twin beds have cov- 
ers of the yellow glazed chintz with 
overfiounces at the sides of dotted 
net, bound with orange. A _ table 
between the beds holds a pale green 
pottery p with a parchment shade 
decorated’ with flowers cut from the 
wall paper and shellacked. On the 
dressing table with its triple mirror is 
a pair of tall glass electric candlesticks 
with orange silk shades covered all 
over with ruffles of one-inch net foot- 
ing. A pair of blue Venetian glass 
perfume bottles and a powder dish 
are also placed on the dressing table. 
Necessary toilet accessories are kept 
in a small center drawer, and bottles 
of lotions, etc., which must be stood 
up are put into two deep side drawers. 
Accompanying the dressing table is a 
rush bottom bench. 

A comfortable arm chair of fasci- 
nating, quaint lines is upholstered in 
calico sprigged with tiny flowers on a 
yellow ground. Conveniently placed 
beside it is a pie crust table. Another 
arm chair is done in flowered glazed 
chintz on a pale green ground. An old 
fashioned sewing stand stands near by 
—an incentive to doing a iittle mending 
nowandthen. Completing the furnish- 
ings is a chiffonier, with a delightful 
little shaving mirror on it, as well as 
a glass lamp with a flowered print 
shade and a decorative box. A large 
deep green carpet is supplemented by 
colorful hooked rugs. 

Glazed chintz plays an important 


bedroom. The walls are done in a 
plain, narrow striped paper, in two 
tones of French gray. Woodwork is 
painted a deeper gray. The furniture 
is maple. At the windows are glass 
curtains of ivory scrim, very plain, 
and hanging straight to the sill. The 
overcurtains of glazed chintz reach 
to the floor. These show brightly col- 


ies and there are valances to match. 

On a night stand between the beds 
is a lamp of intense turquoise pottery. 
It has a shade of accordion plaited, 
flame colored book cloth, decorated 
with a sprinkling of gold stars. A 
chaise longue, upholstered in the drap- 
ery chintz, has a reading lamp and a 
little book table placed beside it. Bril- 
liantly colored flower prints on black 
grounds in narrow turquoise frames 
decorate the walls. Braided rugs in 
many colors are used on the floor. 

The third is a little girl's room. Here 
the walls are a lovely pink, shaded 
from a deep tone at the top to a lighter 
one at the base. They seem to radiate 
arosy atmosphere. Woodwork is ivory. 
At the windows are ruffled ivory point 
d’esprit glass curtains. The overcur- 
tains are of light spring rep, finished 
with narrow pink bindings. Furniture 
is painted ivory, decorated with floral 
medallions. 


On the bed is a boxed cover of light 
green rep, bound with pink, to match 
the draperies at the windows. A day 
bed, at one side of the room, has a 
cover of flowered linen on a light green 
ground. It is washable and satisfac- 
torily serviceable, as everything in a 
small person’s room should be. Extra 
cushions on the day bed are covered 
with sunfast linen repeating the flower 
colors.

HERE came to this country a 
few weeks ago a young woman 
about whose identity there is an 
absorbing mystery.

War as a Comic Strip 


By Clifford Raymond. 

EONARD NASON, who wrote “Chevrons” and other 

stories, has a new book published, “ Sergeant Eadie.” 

Mt is good reading. Nason is one of a number of war 

story writers who are putting the war in its place now 
that it is ten years from its final burst of violence and its 
close. War when it comes to the repose of retrospection is 
droll, 

Nason and fellow writers of his school do not avoid all 
the realistic terrorism of the experience but the individual 
exposed to it is, in the main, a whimsical being deprived of 
will and decision in preposterous complications mostly hu- 
morous. 

Sensitive and reflective persons will protest that this is 
no way to get rid of war. They will say that laughing at it 
is even worse than making it gallant and romantic, but they 
are complaining of a protective device of nature.« Mankind 
smothers its tragedies and when it has found that an expe- 
rience is laughable it has found how it is endurable. 

That is its way out, its release from morbidity, from the 
palpitations of its imaginations, from its terrors and the 
agony of its moral nature beset by the exigencies of animal- 
ism. With humor, obscenities, and laughter it lightens its 
fate. The coroner is comic, the undertaker is popular and 
war, when it is over, is a matter of a G. I. can exploding in 
the chow wagon just as it has come up to an outfit which 
had been without food for two days. 


* 


War begins in.romanticism, is conducted with a mixture 
of mechanical brillance and human stupidity and is remem- 
bered in humor as an amusing episode. The first stage is an 
inspiragional necessity in these days when in a democracy 
war has no economic place, The profession does not provide 
an interesting or profitable career in peace. War is no longer 
required to take up slack in-employment. Modern capitalism 
has obviated that. In a democracy men who take training 
in arms as a means of livelihood are almost negligible in 
number. A democracy approaching a war must grow hys- 
terical. 

‘ Whether it ig a democracy or,not hysteria is the first 
civilian phenomenon. The soldier takes it calmly. He may 
get uproariously drunk but his instinct is not for four min- 
ute speeches and for the razzing of harmless aliens. It’s the 
civilian who stands on his head, emits strange noises and 
then goes off normal for duration. 

The whole thing is not as strange a phantasy or abnor- 
mal incongruity as it seems. What makes war abhorrent to 
sensitive thought is that it condenses life into a perceivable 
form, It puts the thing in a theater where the spectators 
sit horrified. 

Ordinary life running along comfortably at what seem 
to be loose ends successfully covers its scheme of destruction 
and so secretes its casualties, its wounds, wretchedness, mis- 
ery and unhappiness that they are entirely undramatized. 
There is no outstanding noise about it. The affair seems 
stable until something caves an individua] in. The concus- 
sion seldom rocks the community on its feet. Sometimes it 
does, in some such natural calamity as that of an earthquake 
or a big wind or some such man made crushing of the inno- 
cents as that of the Gen. Slocum, the Iroquois theater or the 
Eastland. 

Then for awhile people go about their affairs sober 
faced, startled and questioning but they soon find that the 
benevolent, illusioned absorbing processes of their daily hum- 
drum have been as sand thrown over the spots in the arena. 
They forget and recover. War, on the contrary, steps out 
with a bang. Its destruction is schemed, perceivable, delib- 


erated and apparently avoidable. 


No one makes comparisons between the casualties of 
just living and the casualties of just fighting. It is not con- 
sidered that the young steel worker in normal life, if he had 
been left to the steel mill, might have been carried out on 4 
stretcher from the mill the same week a machine gun got 
him, that the major as a‘lawyer might have run his car into 
a concrete post trying to get home Sunday morning after 
a Saturday night at the Yellow Reindeer, that the fellow left 
in the wire might, as a window washer, have been careless 
both as to his harness and his footing on the twentieth 
floor and that in falling he might have hit the bond salesman 
who, in case of war, might have disappeared in the making 
of a shell hole. 


War takes all these casualties, all the victims of gaso- 
line, Bright’s, faulty heart valves, fatigue carelessness with 
machinery, wantonness with deadly weapons, dreary use of 
poisons, misjudgment or accident in sports and throws them 
in condensed, dramatized form at horrified humanity which 
immediately responds in several ways to the unpleasant 
phenomenon. In the first place it raises the totem poles and 
changes the name of German fried potatoes to American 
fried potatoes and the name of sauerkraut to Liberty 
cabbage. 

The civilian population, if not exposed to invasion — 
when exposed it is a simple mass of terrified fundamental 
nature—reverts to the intelligence and emotion of six years, 
makes faces and believes everything. Nothing in two gen- 
erations has been so derogatory to the idea of American 
adult intelligence as the German stamp story. God-fearing 
American citizens of good repute and otherwise clear con- 
science lied about that without the slightest idea of what 


they were doing. Discreet citizens are not so much distressed 


by the inevitable disasters to the soldiery in war as they are 
by the juvenility which appears in the civilian population. 
The latter seems to destroy civilization as a mental develop- 
ment. Civilization survives an adult hitting another more 
easily than it can survive an adult making a snoot at another. 
At least, there’s room for an argument. 

With the hitting and the snooting war tends to leave a 
lesion in the human comprehension of abiding good. The 
protective envelope which the adaptable human mind throws 
about this sore is humor. 

The best of the Roman legionnaires, no doubt, thought it 
funny how at last Boadicea’s Iceni swordsmen took to the 
high grass and that fella who went bounding away with one 
hand clapped to the spot of a stimulating but ineffective poke 
in the fat of his flank probably caused a good Many camp 
fire laughs. After Hannibal had been chased out of Italy 
the Romans may have laughed more than they exulted. 

In two years the few survivors of the retreat from Mos- 
cow may have found it amusing. The camp fires of the 
G. A. R. were humorously anecdotal. Those of the American 
Legion will be if they are not now. One of the durable figures 
of the civil war is the colonel riding back from the front of a 
retreat shouting: “Stop that shooting, you darn fools! Don’t 
you know you're only making them madder?” 


People cannot afford to look back at their experiences 
with terror. That would make them look forward to the 
future with constant apprehension and the morbidity would 
overpower them. The past must be sifted to retain its endur- 
able facts. What has happened must be made to guarantee 
what is to happen. So long as dissolution is not too impres- 
sive in prospect it is regarded as something not without its 
humor. The individual covers apprehension with a jest and 
passes on to something more pleasant. 

Man has to look at the Milky Way and keep his im- 
portance, to acknowledge the ice age and think of next week's 
business, to read of wars and plan his son's education. He 
races into the diminishing future with confidence in his 
permanence-and when he laughs he is much surer of himself 
than when he reflects. 

War is either the dehumanized affair of military and 
historical treatment in which the dead are losses and not 
corpses or it is something to be recalled as more humorous 
than otherwise. Even terrible fright, if it has ended in 
escape, becomes funny. It seems more courageous to laugh 
about it than to permit recollection to bring a return of 
shivers, palpitations, and bulging eyes. It is admitting too 
much cowardice to allow an event to be just as terrible 
every time it intrudes into the memory. 

It is not always possible to reduce an experience to the 
durable quality of humor, but the prudent elements of the 
human race will do their best with it on every occasion. If 


the serenity of the stoic is unattainable that of a chuckle will 
have to do. |

The lobbies buzzed about the boy 
who was playing D’Artagnan, 
rather than about the man who has 
upset theater history by producing 
four smashing hits in one season. 

Dennis has been long in train- 
ing for this rdle of the fiery Gas- 
con. He had two seasons with 
“The Vagabond King,” you will 
remember, and the Francois Villor 
of that opera was no slouch at 
Sword play and lovemaking. But 
the new piece gives him even 
greater opportunities. 

Here he is idealized as the impetuous lad from the back 
country, come to Paris to join the king’s guard and not to be 
put off if fighting the whole world will bring him nearer his 
heart's desire. 

His meeting with the impressive three, Porthos, Athos, 
and Aramis, is as thrilling as ever it was when we lay on 
our stomachs in the attic to read abeut it. His succebsive 
engagements to fight one of them at 4, another at 5, and the 
third at 6 the same afternoon set the boys grown bald to 
chortling with reminiscent glee.

Dashes from Song to Sword. 


His defense of the pretty Constance Bonacieux had Ruth 
Elder and Justine Johnstone, who were sitting in the first 
row, at the edges of their seats prepared to leap upon the 
stage and fill any breach that might later develop. Every 
now and then this bounding hero would pause long enough 
to sing in a ringing lyric baritone one of the songs Rudolph 
Friml has written for him, and he even does that a little 
better than most baritones. Then back to the fighting he 
would go, taking on one, two, three or four of the cardinal’s 
guards at a time, fighting with his back to the wall or backing 
up a stairway with as expert skill as ever Douglas Fairbanks 
does it in the movies. 

He chases the Duc of Buckingham through four or five 
gorgeous scenes, comes literally to grips with the Lady De 
Winter in her very bedchamber, relieving her forcefully of 
the queen's jewels that must be back in Paris by Saturday 
night if Her Majesty is to wear them at the king’s ball and 
thus defeat the wily Richelieu’s scheme to bring scandal 
upon her. 

Her ladyship thinks to defeat the Gascon by dropping the 
jewels within her bodice. But what’s chivalry to a musketeer 
when a queen’s honor is at stake? The first row ladies were 
frightfully excited when D’Artagnan went after those jewels. 

Ruin him or not, Dennis King’s personation of this grand 
young hero of our youth is romantically the most completely 
satisfying, the most thrillingly perfect characterization an 
actor has given to the stage within the memory of any aged 
inhabitant still capable of telling the truth, He came to 
America to sing a modest role in ‘“ Monsieur Beaucaire,” 
stayed on to play Cain in “ Back to Methuselah ” with the 
Theater Guild, was Jane Cowl’s Mercutio in “Romeo and 
Juliet” and achieved his first big singing success in “ Rose 
Marie.”’ 


Mr. Ziegfeld Glorifies. 

As for Mr. Ziegfeld's part in this entertainment, he has, 
as expected, fitted it out gorgeously with Josef Urban scenery 
and a chorus of properly glorified ladies. They are tall and 
slim of limb, these costumed beauties, and sufficiently neat of 
knee to force Percy Hammond to retract his famous obser- 
vation of other years that a knee is a joint and not an 
entertainment. 

There is an Albertina Rasch ballet which the devilish 
types programmed as a “ Roach” ballet for one number, and 
there is the usual expensive cast of principals with Vivienne 
Segal and Yvonne D’Arle matching high C’s, John Clark and 
Joseph Macauley dividing tenor solos; Lester Allen perform- 
ing comically as the D’Artagnan valet; Planchet Reginald 
Own and Clarence Derwent playing Richelieu and Louis III.; 
Harriet Hoctor as a ballet queen, and Douglass Dumbrille as 
the priest-like Athos. 

At the moment the current Ziegfeld activities include 
“Show Boat,” “ Rosalie,” “ Rio Rita,” and “ The Three Mus- 
keteers.’’ There’ll be no living with that man presently. He 
is so heavy with medals now he wants to fight the Authors’ 
league, the Dramatists’ guild, and the Actors’ Equity. And 
any one of the three will whip him if he doesn’t watch out.

ENGLISH WITHOUT A DON’T 
Latin and English Grammar 


By Wallace Rice. 


{AT eminent classicist, Dr. Roy C. Flickinger, head of 
the department of Latin in the University of Iowa, 
writes to say that my articles “are too rough on the 
old Latin schoolmasters.” It shows an admirable esprit 
de corps, coming thus to the defense of men dead these 200 
years. 
But the quarrel is not with Latin schoolmasters teaching 
Latin, but with any schoolmaster teaching English as Latin. 
“The grammatical errors of the 18th century,” says the Rev. 
A. H. Sayce, “were in great measure due to the fact that 
their area of comparison was confined to Latin and Greek”; 
and again, “ The endeavor to find the distinctions of Latin 
grammar in that of English has only resulted in groteaque 
errors, and a total misapprehension of the usage of the Eng- 
lish language.”’ 

That this is what was done with our mother tongue for a 
long hundred years there can be no doubt. Dr. Samuel 
Johnson is reported to have said: “The critics daily object 
to my Latinisms, which, they say, alter the character of our 
language. But it is, seriously, my opinion, that every lan- 
guage must be servilely framed after the model of some one 
of the ancient, if we are to give durability to our work.” 

The change has come through knowledge of Anglo-Saxon 
and Middle English. The 18th century opinion of the direct 
ancestor of today’s speech is given by Sir Horace Walpole, 
who said: “ Never did exist a more barbarous jargon than 
the dialect still venerated by antiquarians, and called Saxon. 
It was so uncouth, so inflexible to all composition, that the 
monks, retaining the idiom, were reduced to write what they 
took or meant for Latin.” 

Dr. Flickinger writes that “The Romance influence in 
English is increasing every year .. . in construction.” 
If so, the efforts of the greatest English scholars for a gen- 
eration have gone for nothing. All, without exception, are 
proceeding as Dr. Sayce suggested when he wrote: “We 
must get rid of the notion that English grammar should be 
modeled after that of ancient Rome; until we do so we shall 
never understand even the elementary principles upon which 


it is based.”

Meanwhile, scrutiny of commu- 
niques from various entrepreneurs 
might give the notion that Chicago 
in the impending Summertime will 
be the refuge for hundreds and 
hundreds of plays, most of which 
are as yet merely titles and bulle- 
tins. Some, however, are pieces 
that have had their go at Manhat- 
tan, and have not fared too well 
there: in such cases, the owners or backers or authors well- 
nigh invariably state that the piece will later be restored to 
performance in Chicago. The Summertime is commonly 
lenient to whatever is offered in the theaters here; and, with 
rents what they are, the lessees who seek to keep open 
through June. July, and August have justification in their 
budget plus the city’s fine record of humane weather for 
those months. As has more than once been pointed out 
some of the celebrated runs in the annals of the theater ig 
the United States have been made possible by the eagerness 
of Chicagoans to playgo at a time when box-office receipts 
even in New-York are not so hot because New-York is.

As to Miss Eagels. 


Although there are newspapers in Milwaukee, various 
angry inhabitants of that interesting city write to THs Trim 
UNE and ask that something in the way of a salutary fuss 
be stirred up because of the contumely with which Miss 
Jeanne Eagels is said to have treated theater-goers there. 
Save for her value as news, in cases where she so comports 
herself as to get into the columns devoted to that commodity, 
and for her value as what is called art, in cases where her 
acting is of interest to theater-goers, Miss Eagels is hardly 
the business of THe TRIBUNE: meaning, of course, that mane 
agers are under no compulsion to give employment to her, 
that authors are under no compulsion to have her appear-in 
their plays, and that the public is under no compulsion to 
buy tickets for her show. 


To me—less as a reporter of plays, perhaps, than as one 
who has been a man of commerce in the theater—the case 
of Miss Eagels is of interest as a test of Equity, the actors® 
union. Her managers, men of importance in the business 
of the theater, have asked for redress; and the union prom 
ises to have her up for a hearing on the charges they make 
of having violated her contract by failure to appear in four 
cities wherein they bhad.beeket-trer-with her knowledge 
consent. If their charges be proved—that is, if Miss Eagels 
rave been at fault—then, as I see it, it becomés the duty of 
the union to drop her from membership, and to give to other 
members to understand that to appear with her will be re 


p Sarded by the union as a tender of resignation. I know 


that there is some twaddling law that runs against this sor¢, 
of procedure; and I know that it doesn’t work when invoked 
in cases having to do merely with being or not being a 
member of trade-unions. Equity is a trade-union, belonging 


to the A. F. L., and deriving what is become a notable power “ 


from the affiliation. Say what they will, managers are afraid 
of it. 

My sought point is impersonal: that is, Miss Eagels 
happens to be the eminent performer currently under charges, 
Any other performer charged with what. her managers charge 
against her would serve. Assuming that a settlement im 
money might be made in full—one covering the losses of her. 
managers, the lessees of the theaters affected, the members 
of her support, the stage-hands involved, and the author of 
the play—there would remain the possibility of a repetition 
should she be hired by another manager. As a matter of 
fact, she is under contract to another for next season. The 
temptation to engage her would be strong; for she is a clever 
woman, as she has proved in “ Rain” and “Her Cardboard 
Lover,” and is a personality by box-office measurements. 

In the days before Equity, actors found that flagrant 
disregard of obligations eagerly assumed didn’t pay. There 
‘was a reason why Miss Fritzi Scheff quickly slid from high 
vogue in operetta to the cabarets; why Henry E. Dixey, 
once the most popular performer on the American stage, 
ceased to be a person of interest to the men who pay salaries} 
and why the late Arnold Daly, the most over-touted actor 
of his time, was unable to cash in on his vast réclame, ree 
gardless of the fact that it was without sound warrant ifn 
his talents.

America Spends 


Millions for Music 


‘NEW YORK manager, Mr. 
George Engles, recently th 
ered together some statistics 
concerning the price Amprica 

pays for music, according to Musical 
America. These figures aroused a good 
deal of comment. The Ameri- 
can people, according to Mr. Engles’ 
statement, spend annually some 
twenty millions of dollars for concert 
and opera music, in point of financial 
support far outstripping any European 
country. We also learn that about six 
million dollars go to the country’s thir- 
teen major symphony orchestras and 
about three and a half millions to the 
two leading opera houses, the Metro- 
politan and the Chicago companies, 
and the remainder td individual artists, 
summer concert orchestra and minor 
opera companies. 

We approach delicate ground when 
we quote the above authority's state 
ment that of all the artists only seven- 
teen are rated grade A box office at- 
tractions. Three of this group alone, 
Paderewski, Heifetz and Schumann- 
Heink will gross a million by the close 
of the season. And the United States 
is annually spending a good deal more 
than 360 millions on radio. 

Desire Is Increasing. | 

Commercial! figures, these, but they 
stand as incontrovertible symbols of 
a stupendous and increasing appetite 
for fine music in this country. Ameri- 
ca may be backward in fundamental 
musical understanding but the start- 
ling growth of educational projects 
and the developments in tastes and 
appreciation since the inauguration of 
Thomas’ orchestra sixty-five years ago 
is something to margYel at. 

Thomas organized his orchestra in 
1862. In 1881, with the founding of the 
Boston Symphony orchestra, there were 
three symphony organizations in the 
country, including the New York Phil- 
harmonic. By 1890 there were five or- 
chestras, twelve years later there were 
ten. Ten years later the total had 
nearly tripled and today there are 
fifty well established symphony or- 
chestras in America. This record is 
unparalleled. 

Outlook Brighter. 

America’s educational outlook is 
brighter than it ever was. Dozens of 
fine conservatories and endowed 
schools like the Curtis institute of 
Philadelphia, the Juilliard schogl, and 
the Rochester School of Music lay as 
much stress upon the esthetic and 
broadly cultural sides of their curri- 
cula as upon technical developments of 
the art of music. 

In brief, America, despite depression 
in certain centers due to abnormal 
growth in other musical directions, 
seems destined for a remarkable and 
lasting musical renaissance.

a theory with dramatists that masks 
really express their ideas better than 
the faces of mediocre [or even good] 
actors. Eugene O'Neill has made ex- 
tensive use of them in his later plays. 
The authors tell how to go about con- 
structing the tricky things, and then 
suggest how plays may be produced 
with them. 

The shadow play is one that is little 
known in this country, but that offers 
interesting possibilities. The authors 
not only tell you how to make the 
actors, but they suggest plays for 
them to act in, which is a delightful 
contribution, for they suggest that you 
be your own dramatist of books which 
have amusement and action, like 
“ Alice in Wonderland” and “ Men of 
Iron,” and other joys. 


“Clothes On and Off the Stage,” by 
Helen Chalmers, is an amusing book 
for armchair playgoers. It isa history 
of costuming and will, if you study it 
carefully, tell you whether the sleeves 
in the dress worn by the slim prin- 
cess are precisely correct or a little 
too full, whether the skirts in the 
revival of “Candida” are a yard too 
wide or, to the inch, of the period. 
For the amateur producer, or the gen- 
tleman or lady about to dress up after 
the mode of one of the Williams or in 
the manner of the Caesars, it is a gift, 
because there are sketches of the im- 
portant accessories of the 
which the/author writes about.

Russia’s Sons Know 
Meaning of Tragedy 
Since Days of 1914 


By La Dauphine. 

HEN we consider the strange 

destiny of many great Rus- 

sian families, it is not aston- 

ishing that they should be 
fatalists. Before the war the princes 
and grand dukes of Russia dazzled 
Europe by their orgies of drink and 
gambling, their Lucullan feasts, their 
magnificent display of wealth, jewels 
and women. The ostentation and ex- 
travagance which Tourgueneff pic- 
tured them as indulging in at Ham- 
burg and Baden-Baden, they later 
transferred to Venice and Monte 
Carlo. 

Then the Russian revolution made 
them exiles and wanderers all over 
the occident. Representatives of the 
proudest families, lords a dozen years 
ago of vast domains, women who 
never set their hands to any useful 
task, now earn their living as teach- 
ers, mechanics, salesmen, shopkeep- 
ers, seamstresses, or chauffeurs.

Paris Is Full of Them. 


Today Paris has hundreds of de- 
scendants of noble Russian houses 
who toil during the day, gathering at 
night to live over again the old times 
in smiles and tears, w speculate on 
the chances of another imperial ré- 


gime. 


Youssoupoff Outstanding Figure. 

An outstanding figure of the old 
Russian nobility in Paris is Prince 
Youssoupoff 

In the early days of 1914 the present 
prince might well look forward to a 
brilliant career. In February of that 
year he married her most serene high- 
ness, the dainty brunette Irena Alex- 
androvna, princess of Russia, niece of 
the czar, daughter of the czar’s eldest 
sister, Xenia, and of‘the Grand Duke 
Alexander Michaelovitch. 

Youssoupoff had the means to in- 
dulge in his passion for fine paintings, 
adding to the works of Rembrandt, 
Ruysdael, David Teniers, Boucher, and 
Greuze which he had in his Moika 
palace in St. Petersburg, or at the 
Arkhangelskoye castle near Moscow, 
designed by the celebrated Quarenghi, 
or on his Crimean property. 

When the war. broke out he began 
to. prepare himself for soldiering. 
Every one knows how he dispatched 
the terrible Rasputin in 1916. When 
the revolution broke out he and his 
parents managed to escape. 


x * 
Success as a Designer. 

Twenty-four hours later brigands 
were rifling the castle of its treasures. 
The prince managed to take along 
some jewels and paintings, one of 
which, a Rembrandt, led him to insti- 
tute a lawsuit against Joseph E. Wide- 
ner of Philadelphia. The prince’s 
father and mother now occupy the 
Villa Radziwill in Rome. 

After a stay in New York Prince 
Youssoupoff and his wife came to Paris 
recently. From small beginnings their 
dressmaking house in the Rue Duphot, 
known as “ Irfé,”” now occupies three 
floors, and they have branches in Lon- 
don, Berlin, and Le Touquet. They 
not only work hard themselves, the 
prince designing all the costumes put 
out by his concern, but they give em- 
ployment to scores of their compa- 
triots, many of whom bear historic 
names and titles. 

They have also founded a school for 
Russian children. It is rare that any 
news comes to them from the land 
where they had such place and pos- 
sessions. .

However, Sees Many 
Notables Absent

AY after tomorrow that interest- 

ing enterprise, the American 

Opera company, opens at the 

Studebaker theater its first en- 
gagement in Chicago. This is an or- 
ganization which has already achieved 
great success in New York, Washing- 
ton and other cities. It is rather a 
pity from the point of view of society 
editors that it happens to come to us 
at a time in the year when so many 
of our society leaders are away from 
town. 


There is a social tradition about 
grand opera descended to us from 
the eras when it was a royal append- 
age, supported by the king or grand 
duke of the place and attended largely 
by courtiers and fine ladies. In Amer- 
ica, and especially in this part of the 
land, however, it is more and more 
becoming. the property and delight of 
the greater and more important mu- 
sical public that is annually growing 
in Numbers and intelligence. 

Nevertheless, even in these more 
democratic days, it must be admitted 
that it is usually the enthusiasm and 
active support of some especially in- 
terested individual that makes opera 
possible. We owe our present fine 
Chicago Civic Opera company pri- 
marily to Mrs. Rockefeller McCormick, 
and more recently to Samuel Insull. 
Ravinia’s delightful open air opera is 
the creation of Louis Eckstein. Otto 
Kahn, in New York, is the presiding 
genius of that city’s renowned Metro- 
politan company. 


So in the American opera company 
Mrs. William T. Carrington is its 
chief backer and inspirational force. 
Her husband was once a well known 
and popular citizen of Chicago.

Mrs. Byron Harvey to a book writ- 
ten by a young Englishman who has 
a strain of once famous American 
blood in his veins. The book is called 
“The Silent Queen,” and its author 
is W. Seymour Leslie, an own cousin 
of Winston Spencer Churchill, one of 
the liveliest.and most interesting fig- 
ures in modern English political life. 


Both are the sons of daughters of 
Leonard Jerome, once famous in the 


social and sporting life of New York. 


Mr. Jerome left three beautiful daugh- 
ters, all of whom made what were 
considered fine English marriages— 
that is, they married titled Britishers. 
So the writer of this very entertaining 
novel is at least a quarter American. 
The novel reads almost like an auto- 
biographical romance, beginning in the 
early nineties of the last century and 
continuing down through the great 
war to the present day, with a great 
deal of local color both in England 
and in this country. 

The latter is gently blended with 
what seems to sgme sensitive Ameri- 
cans almost like satire. This reader 
does not so consider it, though the 
point of view is certainly not ours. 
But we can’t expect a young Anglo- 
Saxon who was born and reared over 
there to see us as we see ourselves. 
The book is well written and very 
readable, and has a distinctly English 
flavor, which means that it indicates 
a mellower culture than ours, one 
where there is more leisure and a cer- 
tain whimsical outlook that it takes 
an old civilization to evolve. > 

x 
Keyserling on Culture. 

Speaking of culturé—and how I dis- 
like the word! It smacks of that now 
forgotten “kultur” with which the 
world rang in those long gone days 
before 1914—but here it is again re- 
stored to us by that remarkable fig- 
ure who lately passed across our 
fecreen, Count Herman Keyserling. He 
talked incessantly about culture, ours 


especially. He didn’t think much of 
ours; in fact, he was rather prone to 
deny that we had any. But he thought 
if we should ever produce any worth 
while music, art or literature that 
these would come from the south, cer- 
tainly not from the north or the west. 
We suspect that he thought our only 
contribution to music came from our 
colored population and that from them, 
too, would come any native art and 
literature. Important, if true. 

He said that ours was a civilization, 
largely material, but very great, that 
now flamed high, as did that of ancient 
Greece or Rome, or that of Italy in 
the time of the Renaissance. But, he 
added, “It is impossible for your 
civilization to fit any other race.” 


He holds that it is ours and ours 
only and we should not attempt, as 
did President Wilson, to bestow it on 
other peoples. It wouldn’t go. Com- 
paring us with the Russians, he said 
that we had a strong sense of prop- 
erty; they had none, absolutely none; 
and that therefore it was highly im- 
probable that the vast resources of 
that great Slavic country would ever 
be developed as eompletely and suc- 
cessfully as were ours, enabling us to 
live from the top to the bottom of our 
social structure in what seems to out- 
siders like almost fantastic luxury. 


It is not, he said, from such wide 
spread comfort and sumptuous ease 
that great literature, art and music 
are developed. These, I continue to 
quote, will possibly come out of Russia 
in the course of time, but not until 
the present régime has passed. 

A good deal of what this remarkable 
man said had the grains of truth in it.”

ORE than any other one per- 
son, perhaps, Alice L. Bidwell 
has worked for the success of 
the Illinois Women's Athletic 
club exhibitions.

Two Moderns at Arts Club. 

At the Arts club there has been 
current an exhibition of paintings and 
drawings by Maurice Sterne and of 
paintings and water colors by J. Theo- 
dore Johnson.

Sterne is the more mature and, pos 
sibly, the more modernistic. 

Mr. Johnson shows several interest- 
ing portraits. These seem more im- 
portant than his landscapes.

Weird World Tour 
with Magic Violin

into many ‘strange, out of the way 
places in tropical countries seldom 
visited by American or European 


artists.)

(As Told to Emery Deri.) 


For the average tourist a trip 
around the world is certainly a gior- 
ious affair, though it is usually nothing 
more than a sort of grandiose mov- 
ing picture performance permitting 
the audience to throw a hasty glance 
on swiftly moving scenes through the 
stateroom windows. For the’ artist. 
however, who, with a fiddle in his 
hands, wanders from place to place in 
strange and uncivilized counties, play- 
ing erveywhere for people as dif- 
ferent from cosmopolitan audiences as 
an American-made motor car differs 
from a Japanese riksha, a world tour 
is an endless chain of strange and 
fantastic adventures, a fascinating 
study in the various races’ artistic in- 
clinations, an unusual and unforget- 
table experience in the field of music 
and human psychology. 

Imagine yourself in the place of the 
artist facing an orienta] audience 
somewhere in India, China, or Corea, 
Penang or Seoul, Hakata or Bali. The 
theater, where perhaps no white artist 
has ever appeared before, is packed 
with natives, some of whom have 
never heard of Beethoven or have 
never seen such a thing as a violin. 
Clad in their picturesque attire, which 
now, in the absence of European 
clothes cannot fall to make a weird 
impression on you, they are staring 
at you with solemn expectancy. You 
press the violin under your chin and 
begin to play. You cannot suppress 
a feeling of anguish and curiosity, 
and in your head whirl thousands of 
questions: How will these exotic men 
and women be impressed by your mu- 
gic? What will they do if they like it, 
and what if they don’t? Will our mu- 
sic sound to them as queer as their 
native music sounds to the American 
ear, or do our classics of music speak 
an eternally and internationally hu- 
man language, intelligible for the Par- 
gee merchant as well as for the Arab 
gheik, the Chinese mandarin or the 
American stock broker?

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think one of my most interesting expe 
riences was my concert in the valley 
of Israel, near Tel-Aviv, in Palestine. 
I gave many concerts in the various 
cities af Palestine, but there I played 
in regular concert halls and before 
rather cosmopolitan audiences. Tel- 
Aviv, however, was a different story, 
In order to give the pioneering farm- 
ers and laborers an opportunity to 
hear good music it was agreed that I 
play in a huge natural amphitheater 
outside the city of Tel-Aviv. Only the 
performer’s platform was artificial. 
The audience sat on the flat rocks 
rising in a semi-circle, one row tower- 
ing above the other, as if nature it- 
self had built the most grandiose sta- 
dium in the world. The piano had 
to be carried forty miles by dozens of 
men, | 


The concert took place in the eve- 
ning, and the workers came from the 
fields on carts or walking—Lord knows 
how many miles, They came bringing 
their 4vhole families, women and chil- 
dren—the Arabs on horseback, the 
town folk in carriages. There were 
thousands and thousands sitting on the 
rocks facing the little wooden platform 
lit by huge torches and candelabra. I 
could see beyond the rows of this 
unique amphitheater the moonlit peak 
of the Mount of Tiberias. The audi- 
ence listened to the music with a rev- 


_erence bordering on religious piety.

Now, what’ does a concert look like 
in these places? As to India, most 


Americans have a strange misconcep

play some instrument themselves. My 
concerts were full of them, sitting 
there in their picturesque attire, a 
substantial part of which is a strange 
headwear showing the form of a hoof 
of a cow. In some parts of India 
women—mostly heavily veiled—sit in 
separate boxes with latticed windows, 
constructed in such a way that the 
occupants can see the audience with- 
out being seen. After every number 
there is a great noise and clamor 
raised by the audience. They applaud, 
too, but a particular way of manifest- 
ing their liking is to throw flowers. 


In the first concert I did not know 
that and I felt a bit surprised when I 
stood there on the platform in the 
midst of a veritable bombardment of 


blossoms. After every number at- 
tendants had to come in with huge 
boxes, in which they carried away the 
flowers.

Treated as a Toreador. 

In Mexico I play in the great arena 
where they hold the bull fights. There 
had been no outstanding artists down 
there and the huge amphitheater was 
packed. I knew tke- temperament of 
the Mexicans and expected rather 
stormy outbreaks, but I did not know 
that in their paroxysms of enthusiasm 


they treat violinists as they would 


toreadors. So imagine my surprise 
when, after my first number, an in- 
finite variety of objects began to fall 
on the platform. They were hats, 


gloves, bracelets, flowers, rings, pen 
knives—closed, of course—even but- 
tons among them. 

For an instant I stood there half 
dazed, when suddenly my manager 
stepped up to me and hastily told me 
what to do. I had to bow deeply, 
then put the hats first on my head 
and then throw them back to their 
respective owners. The gloves I could 
throw back without being obliged to 
put them on first. The bracelets and 
rings I had to keep. This same thing 
was repeated after every number of 
the program, so that at last I be 
came a rather experienced back-throw- 
er of hats and gloves even without 
having acquired the particular grace 
of the toreadors.

U.S.to Absorb 
China, Dr. Sun 


Warns in Book 


HANGHAI.—(/)—Translations of 
the “ Three People’s Principles,” 
of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, the “ Bible” 

of the Nationalist movement, 
have opened up that important book 
for English readers. 

Among the most startling theses ad- 
vanced by the late founder of the Kuo- 
mintang, or Chinese Nationalist party, 
is that a hundred years hence the pop- 
ulation of the United States will be 
two and a half times that of China, ' 
and America will be in a position to 
absorb the Chinese as the Chinese for 
thousands of years have absorbed 
other races. 

“When I compare the rate of in- 
crease of each nation with the num- 
bers in China I am horror stricken,” 
said Dr. Sun.

He told of the negotiations entered 
into to gain control of the automatic 
radio patents, and how he found it 
necessary to buy the rights of another 
inventor, A. J. Vasselli, who already 
had basic claims on automatic control 
before Marvin's ideas could be used. 

“But,” I asked, “how about all 
these objections to automatic control? 
Will the radio audience be satisfied 
with only eight or ten stations? Even 
if they are satisfied with a‘few sta- 
tions, how can you decide which ones 
they want? Suppose a listener wanted 
to hear a program between two of 
the buttons on his set, how can he 
get it? Won't the cost of such an in- 
tricate device make the price of an 
automatic set prohibitive? 

In answer Mr. McDonald showed me

If Doris Blake will allow me to 
poach on her territory for a moment, 
I would say—as I think she would— 
that this is a psychiatric case and 
Should be referred to a mental spe- 
cialist. Old fashioned folk would rec- 
ommend a cold bath and old fashioned 
girls might recommend more terrible 


treatments than that, but the fact is 


that there are many more cases of 
this kind than wé appreciate, and 
they are all indicative of dangerous 
emotional disturbance. Sex shock is 
& very real thing, creating very real 
dangers which only the specialist can 
adequately deal with. 

If the case is handled quickly and 
wisely the boy will get over it more 
or less easily. If it is left to cure it- 
self or is placed in the hands of a 
charlatan, there is real peril of moral 
and emotional] shipwreck. 

Sometimes, a really wise woman of 
maturer years and of friendly attitude 
—not a lady connected with either 
family—can do much to swing the 
victim’s thoughts into normal chan- 
nels. In no case should this class 
of case be treated as a matter for 
ridicule. 


A Septuagenarian Marriage. 
ROM Portland, Ore., comes a

father, aged seventy, remarrying. He 
himself is against it, believing that his 
father is old enough to know better.

Of course, one requires a 
number of facts than the average let- 
ter is likely to contain, and even then 
there would be some hesitation about 
one’s reply. My own view, however, 
is that the fact that your father’s 
wife died only last year is rather a 
reason why he wants to remarry than 
a reason why he should not. When 
husband and wife > sin been together 
for fifty years or more, the survivor 
feels the loss so keenly that more than 
one .year is necessary for time to 
cover the wound a little. The wounds 
of the aged do not heal quickly. Per- 
haps your father might be persuaded 
not to abandon the idea of a second 
marriage but to postpone it. It may 
come to the same thing in the end. 
But if the prospective bride is suitable 
in herself, why even postpone? He is 
breaking no commendment, either of 
the church or of nature. If his mind 
is active and healthy, remarriage may 
-be the best thing possible. But don’t 
provoke his stubbornness by putting 
your foot down. Be persuasive. Other- 
wise, he may tell you that he is not 
going to consult you about his second 
marriage any more than he did about 
the first.

Paul’s Thorn in the Fiesh. ’ 


N answer I gave on this ques- 
tion from W-G-N recently 
seems to have created some ar- 
gument and interest. I then 

said that from the time of Chrysostom 
there had been speculation as to the 
nature of that thorn, ranging from 
headache to epilepsy, and even includ- 
ing a refractory wife.

blindness or semi-blindness incurred 
during hie experience on the Damas- 
cus Toad, but pointed out that the na- 
ture of the thorn had been withheld 
lest we should say that our particular 
thorn was sharper. Now comes a sug- 
gestion from Argos, Ind., that the 
thorn was really Paul's Jewish back- 
ground and training; that he was hin- 
dered in his appreciation of the real 
teaching of Jesus by this training, and 
that the course of Christianity would 
have been far different if there had 
been no Paul. 


Of course, I entirely agree; but that 
the course of Christianity would have 
been more progressive, more tolerant 
and catholic, I cannot see. Every 
other early exponent of Christianity 
was also a Jew—the others being Pal- 
éstinian Jews. They tried to make 
Gentile Christians toe a Jewish mark 
—as in the case of circumcision, Peter 
being the leader of that party. It was 
Paul who pleaded for catholic andj 
tolerant ition and won his plea, 
thus broadening the whole" basis of 
Christianity. 

Of course, nobody receives the 
teaching of Jesus except through the 
medium of his own personality, with 
its own limitations. But Paul seems 
to have been freer from inhibitory ten- 
dencies than any other of the early 
leaders.

Does Christ Forbid Saving Money? 

HOSE who wish to interpret 
Christ’s teaching as literally as 
possible sometimes wonder 
whether His warning against 

anxiety does not prohibit the saving 

of money against the inevitable rainy 

day. Such a question comes to me 

from Toronto, Canada. 


My answer is that the words that 
Christ used when He warned us 
against being careful about tomorrow 
are better understood as warning us 
against being full of care rather than 
against being careful, as we under- 
stand the word today. He Himself 
was careful, in the modern sense, 
when He had the fragments collected 
after the feeding of the five thousand. 
He is all in favor of that. But being 
full of care is a totally different thing. 
It is bad economically, as all worry is, 
because it robs us of our earning 
power. Worry is bad religiously be- 
cause the religious man believes in 
the God who, as Paul says, careth 
instead of us. If we worry, we pass 
a vote of no confidence in God. I 
think it is false distribution of energy 
to spend overmuch time and éffort 
to save against a rainy day that may 
never come or an old age that we may 
not live to see. But it is difficult to 


preserve the balance between the. 


claims of the present and the future. 
Personally, I have tremendous faith in 
insurance of various kinds as the best 
means of saving for the man of small 
means but steady income. There*is 
certainly no Christian prohibition 
against this. Insurance policies for 
the future education of the children 
are now to be had, and seem to be a 
mighty fine kind of provision to make.

result that the Jews of His century— 
the New Testament writers among 
them—inherited these ideas. They are 
not all Christian. What is essentially 
Christian is that there is to be judg- 
ment and that the blessed will be with 
Christ eternally. What else that 
blessedness carries with it I do not 
know, and I do not think the New 
Testament tells us. So much of the 
background to the stories of Jesus is 
what may be called stage setting to 
those stories and their fundamental 
truth. The soul does not know time; 
neither does the mind, except in an 
acquired way. One can live a lifet#me 
in a moment and the judgment may 
be going along right now. Yet it may 
only be a moment in the thought of 
Him to whom a thousand years are 
but as a day. The flesh, as we know 
it, cannot be our soul's garment after- 
wards, and I personally understand 
the resurrection of the body as the 
resurrection of the “I,” the egp, the 
identity. But all this is very contro- 
versial, as I think I shall be able to 
prove from my mail before the week 
is out.

radio commission in the allocation of 
short waves, Capt. Stanford C. Hooper 
of the navy temporarily occupies the 
desk of the late Admiral W. H. G. 
Bullard, his fellow worker in a dra- 
matic period of radio development. 
Capt. Hooper was the right hand 
man of Admiral Bullard, the “ father 
of navy radio,” during the world war. 
The admiral then was director of 
naval communications and Capt. 
Hooper was head of the radio en- 
gineering division. When the United 
States entered the war, a period of 
tremendous expansion in radio was-in- 
augurated. President Wilson au- 
thorized the navy to take possession 
of all land stations and all merchant 
marine radio was turned over to Capt. 
Hooper. These facilities were consoli- 
dated and provisions made for hand- 
ling one-third of the cable messages 
case the cables were cut. ’ 
Capt. Hooper was charged with the 
responsibility of purchasing and test- 
ing radio equipment for shore sta- 
tions, ships and aircraft. From 1915 
to 1918, the navy made great éfrides 
in the development of aircraft radio. 
Prior to that time the use of radio 
on airplanes had been negligible, so 
that when the United States entered 
the war it was far in advance of other 
nations in aircraft radio apparatus. 
The navy created the incentive for 
the development of the radio compass, 
perfecting it for use on land and ship 
stations. The adoption By the navy 
of the arc type of high power trans- 
mitter revolutionized the art at. that 
time. The duplex system of sending 
and receiving messages at the same 
time was applied to naval stationg and 
the navy pushed the development of 
vacuum tube transmitters,

When 
husband and wife have been together 
for fifty years or more, the survivor 
feels the loss so keenly that more than 
one year is necessary for time to 
cover the wound a little. The wounds 
of the aged do not heal quickly. Per- 
haps your father might be persuaded 
not to abandon the idea of a second 
marriage but to postpone it. It may 
come to the same thing in the end. 
But if the prospective bride is suitable 
in herself, why even postpone? He is 
breaking no commandment, either of 
the church or of nature. If his mind 
is active and healthy, remarriage may 
be the best thing possible.

Of course, I entirely agree; but that 
the course of Christianity would have 
been more progressive, more tolerant 
and catholic, I cannot see. Every 
other early exponent of Christianity 
was also a Jew—the others being Pal- 
estinian Jews. They tried to make 
Gentile Christians toe a Jewish mark 
—as in the case Of circumcision, Peter 
being the leader of that party. It was 
Paul who pleaded for catholic and 
tolerant position and won his plea, 
thus broadening the whole basis of 
Christianity. | 
Of course, nobody receives the 
teaching.of Jesus except through the 
medium of his own personality, with 
its own limitations. But Paul seems 
to have been freer from inhibitory ten- 
dencies than any other of the early 
leaders. 
* * 
Does Christ Forbid Saving Money? 
HOSE who wish to interpret 
Christ’s teaching as literally as 
possible sometimes wonder 
whether His warning against 
anxiety does not prohibit the’ saving 
of money against the inevitable rainy 
day. Such a question comes to me 
from Toronto, Canada. 


My answer is that the words that 
Christ used when He warned us 
against being careful about tomorrow 
are better understood as warning us 
against being full of care rather than 
against being careful, as we under- 
stand the word today. He Himself 
was careful, in t modern sense, 
when He had the fragments collected 
after the feeding of the five thousand. 
He is all in favor of that. But being 
full of care is a totally different thing. 
It is bad economically, as all worry is, 
because it robs us of our earning 
power. Worry is bad religiously be- 
cause the religious man believes in 
the God who, as Paul says, careth 
instead of us. If we worry, we pass 
a vote of no confidence in God. I 
think it is false distribution of energy 
to spend overmuch time and effort 
to save against a rainy day that may 
never come or an old age that we may 
not live to see. But it is difficult to 
preserve the balance between 
claims of the present and the future. 
Personally, I have tremendous faith in 
insurance of various kinds as the best 
means of saving for the man of small 
means but steady income. There is 
certainly no Christian prohibition 
against this. Insurance policies for 
the future education of the children 
are now to be had, and seem to be a 
mighty fine kind of provision to make. 


The General Resurrection. 

RE the dead raised all at one 

time or at different times? 

Will everybody appear in a 

spirit state or in their earthly 
bodies at the judgment? Will etr- 
nity be spent in the flesh? So the 
questions go—a whole group of them 
this week from Canada, from Chicago, 
and from Hammond, Ind. 


I shall probably let myself in for a 
lot of trouble with the professional 
theologians if I say that we know 
much .less about the judgment and the 
after life than some suppose. To my 
mind there is no subject where the 
New Testament writers find them-

A nation at war is al- 
ways free in its fancies about the 
after life. A nation enslaved is always 
prone to bring in et@rnity to redress 
the balance distur by time. That 
happened to the Jews during the four 
centuries previous to Christ, with the 
result that the Jews of His century— 
the New Testament writers among 
thern-—inherited these ideas. They are 
not all Christian. What is essentially 
Christian is that there is to be judg- 
ment and that the blessed will be*®with 
Christ eternally. What else that 
blessedness carries with it I do not 
know, and I do not think the New 
Testament tells us. So much of the 
background to the stories of Jesus is 
what may be called stage setting to 
those stories and their fundamental 
truth. The soul does not know time; 
neither does the mind, except in an 
acquired way. One can live a lifetime 
in a moment and the judgment may 
be going along right now. Yet it may 
only be a moment in the thought of 
Him to whom a thousand years are 
but as a day. The flesh, as we know 
it, cannot be our soul's garment after- 
wards, and I personally understand 
the resurrection of the body as the 
resurrection of the “I,” the ego, the 
identity. But all this is very contro- 
versial, as I think I shall be able to 
prove from my mail before the week 
is out.

Is There a Personal Devil? 

ANY men ask that question, but 

the correspondent’ from Janes- 

ville, Wis., deserves the merit 
of mention because of the brevity of 
his letter. When several hundreds 
of letters have to be answered every 
week, brevity is the soul of wit.

In all spiritual matters, the supreme 
authority is that Only Begotten Son 
who is in the bosom of the Father. 
He treated the devil as personal. My 
own mind reacts best to that personal 
author of evil though it may be a very 
old fashioned mind. But, as a matter 
of fact, modern science is increasingly 
hardening to the idea of a personal, 
living universe. If the universe is 
governed by a person, as we believe, it 
is not inconceivable that the center of 
antagonism to His authority also 
centers in a person, especially as we 
only know of evil as associated with 
persons. Moreover, evil is positive, 
not merely negative. It is aggressive, 
not apathetic, and all this seems to in- 
dicate a personality back of it all.

Expert Adviser 
to Commission 
Radio Veteran 


Washington, March 24.—(/)— Acting 
as technical adviser to the - federal 
radio commission in the allocation’ of 
short waves, Capt. Stanford C. liooper 
of the navy temporarily occupies the 
desk of the late Admiral W. H. G- 
Bullard, his fellow worker in a dra- 
matic period of radio development. 
Capt. Hooper was the right hand | 
man of Admiral Bullard, the “father | 
of navy radio,” during the world war. | 
The admiral then was director of 
naval communications and Capt 
Hooper was head of the radio en- 
gineering division. When the United 
States entered the war, a period of 
tremendous expansion in radio was in- 
augurated. President Wilson au- 
thorized the navy to take possession 
of all land stations and all merchant 
marine radio was turned over to Capt. 
Hooper. These facilities were consolli- 
dated and provisions made for hand- 
ling one-third of the cable messages in 
case the cables. were. cut. 

Capt. Hooper was charged with the 
responsibility of purchasing and test: 
ing radio equipment for shore sta 
tions, ships and aircraft. From 1915 
to 1918, the navy made great strides 
in the development of aircraft radio 
Prior to that time the use of radio 
on airplanes had been negligible, so 


The navy created the incentive for 
the development of the radio compass, 
perfecting it for use on land and ship 
stations. The adoption by the navy 
of the arc type of high power trans- 
mitter revolutionized the art at that 
time. The duplex system of sending 
and receiving messages at the same 
time was applied to naval stations and 
the navy pushed the development of 
vacuum tube transmitters. 

Capt. Hooper was the first fleet 
radio officer, serving with the Atlantic 
fleet from 1912 to 1914.

The Chicago Housewives’ league, of 
which Mrs. Wilbur E. Fribley is presi- 
dent, is an organization composed of 
delegates from the women’s clubs in 
and about Chicago and has as its sole 
purpose the study of the means and 
aids to home making. The monthly 
meetings are planned to give definite 
information regarding housekeeping to 
housewives in every walk of life. 
Through this organization home eco- 
nomics experts, manufacturers, retail- 
ers, and home makers work together 
to place before the housewife helpful 
matters pertaining to problems of 
everyday life. 

Programs are planned to give infor- 
mation on thé#various phases of their 
work—namely: home planning, house- 
hold management, selection and buy- 
ing, menu making, food values, home 
sewing, textile study, appropriate 
dress, and a coristant study of «the 
sanitary codes of our city. Through 
its coéperation with the various city 
bureaus the practice of faulty weights 
and measures has been greatly reduced. 

Enforcement of ordinances regard- 
ing the display and handling of food- 
stuffs has been of special interest to 
the club and active work along this 
line always continues through the 
summer. Instances where incorrect 
labeling has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the proper authorities have al- 
ways met with good results.

At the company’s central 
station she studied light from a deco- 
rator’s point of view. How should 
rooms of certain periods be lighted?

She took miniature stage sets of 
rooms done in different color combi- 
nations and tried ‘various types of 
lamps with them. She found that 
certain lamps can ruin the whole dec- 
orative effect of a room. Even when 
the lamp shade is properly ‘designed 
and of the right color, the lamp, or 
bulb, inside can mar the effect. There 
are rooms where lamps of any kind 
will spoil the design, where a central 
headlight must do all the work, she 
found. 

After she had made exhaustive re 
search on the whole subject of the 
effect of light on the health, on the 
disposition on eyesight, and on fur- 
nishings, She started out, like a plat- 
form speaker, to find audiences about 
the town. She went into all the netgh- 
borhoods, spoke before women's clubs, 
parent - teacher associations, and 
schools, and now she has a packed 
schedule of speaking dates. 

In all that time she was doing her 
job as mother, keeping house, man- 
aging a servant, and being a thor- 
oughly happy person generally.

“J think everything lies with the 
woman herself,” Mrs. Rosenberg said 
the other day. “If she wants a ca-' 
reer she can have one without spoil- 
ing her family life one bit. In fact, 
I think a woman is in a much better 
humor at night to talk to her husband 
and children after a day’s business | 
than after a day's housework, and 
she can’t be with her children all the 
time, anyway, if the children are in 
school.”

Thousands now play and enjoy 
bridge with but a meager knowledge 
of the “language of «the game” and 
the methods proven to produce the 
best results oftener than any other. 
The better one plays bridge the oftener 
they win, as luck cuts little figure in 
the game compared, with skill and, as 
winning is always the climax of the 
pleasure of playing, we take it for 
granted that every one will be glad 
to know how to win. 


Use Ordinary Deck. 


Bridge is played by four people, two 
on a side as partners sitting opposite 
each other and one _ side playing 
against the other. The ordinary deck 


Each set of thirteen is called a suit, 
the “ heart suit,’’ the “club suit,’’ etc. 
The value of the cards in a suit is ace 
highest, king next, then the queen, 
the jack, ten, nine, etc., down to the 
two spot (the deuce). | 

Bridge is a game of tricks and you 
bid “tricks,” agreeing to take a cer- 
tain number of them. The one mak- 
ing the highest count becomes the 
“declarer,” and when the bidding is 
over the player on the left of the de- 
clarer starts the play by putting a 
card on the table, face up (makes a 
lead). Then each player in rotation to 
the left plays a card and the four

cards there are, of ccurse, 13 tricks 
in each deal. 


Dealer Starts Bidding. 


The game is played in one of ng 


out a trump [no trump], and after the 
cards have been dealt, 13 to each play- 
er, the next step is the bidding to de- 
termine whether that deal shall be 
played without trump or with some!

be. The bidding is always started by 
the dealer whe must either bid or pass 
the opportunity to the party on his | 
left, and each player can exercise the | 
same privilege. If all pass there 
must be a new deal which will be 
made by the one at the left of the 
previous dealer. The bidding once be- 
kun must be carried on with each suc- 
ceeding bidder offering to make a | 
greater count than the preceding bid, 
or until three players in succession | 
have refused to make a bid by saying | 
pass.” 

There are thirteen tricks to be 
taken in each deal, and six of them 
constitute the “book,” and all bids) 
are made on the basis of the number 
of tricks that the bidder thinks can 
be taken by his side over and above 
the “‘book.” The highest bid, there- 
fore, is seven and the lowest bid is 
one. A bid of one is an agreement or. 
contract on the part of the bidder 
that his side, he and his partner, will 
take seven tricks, the first six of them 
known as the “ book’’ and one to be 
used for scoring. If the bidding con- 
tinues until some one makes a bid 
of four, for example, it is an agree- 
ment or contract by that side to take 
ten tricks, or four tricks more than 
the “book.” A bid of seven would 
be an agreement or contract to take 
all the tricks—thirteen. 


Declarer and Dummy. 

When one player has made a bid 
and the other three pass, the partner 
on that side who first specified the 
style of the final bid is the one to 
play the hand, as well as the hand of 
his partner, which in due time will be 
laid upon the table, face upward, so 
that everybody can see the cards in 
that hand. This player is known as 
the declarer. 

The player at the left of the de 
clarer must now play (lead) a card; the 
declarer’s partner then lays his hand 
face up on the table for his partner 
to play, and he becomes inactive, or 
dummy, as it is called. From this 
dummy hand the declarer must play 
a card of the same suit led, if pos- 
sible, and the other players must do 
the same. If a player has none of the 
suit led he must play a card of some 
other suit, and if one of the suits is 
trump, and he plays a card of the 
trump suit, he takes the trick, unless 
some other player following him plays 
a higher trump. After the first lead 
the player winning the trick makes 
the next lead.

Two weeks ago it was announced 
that an automatic radio set, the in- 
vention of H. N. Marvin of Rye, N. Y., 
one of the country’s leading inventors, 
had been perfected, but the radio 
world showed little excitement. When 
it was learned, however, that the 
Zenith Radio. corporation of Chicago 
had acquired the rights to the in- 


an automatic set on the market, the 

industry began to display signs of in- 

terest, and a controversy developed. 
Experts Divided. 

Some experts took the view that the 
automatic set was a great forward 
stride for the radio industry, and that 
now listeners would be able to get sta- 
tions by simply pushing a _ button, 
thereby eliminating the need of tuning. 
Others said that the idea was imprac- 


all the romance out of radio, as the 
listeners wanted to get their own 
stations and not listen to ones select- 
ed by a manufacturer. 

These claims naturally left not only 
the listeners, but the radio industry 
itself, considerably up in the air on 
the question of automatic radio, so, in 
an effort to find out what it was all 
about, I called on Eugene F. McDon- 
ald, president of th®&Zenith company, 
last week, - 
| How About It? 

He told of the negotiations entered 
into to gain control of the automatic 
radio patents, and how he found it 
necessary to buy the rights of another 
inventor, A. J. Vasselli, who already 
had basic claims on automatic control 
before Marvin’s ideas could be used. 

“But,” I asked, “how about all 
these objections to automatic control? 
Will the radio audience be satisfied 
with only eight or ten stations? Even 
if they are satisfied with a few sta- 
tions, how can you decide which ones 
they want? puppose a listener wanted 
to hear a program between two of 
the buttons on his set, how can he 
get it? Won't the cost of such an in- 
tricate device make the price of an 
automatic set prohibitive? 

In answer Mr. McDonald showed me 
Chicago's first automatic set, an ordi- 
nary single control set, with six levers 
on the front panel in addition to the 
usual tuning device and volume con- 


trol. 
The Set Works. 


“This set answers all your ques 
tions,” he: said. “ Automatic control | 
in no way affects the ordinary opera- 
tion of a set. It simply makes it easy 
for a listener to get the stations he 
usually.wants to hear quickly. For 
instance, the- ordinary fan has some 
favorite stations which he listens to 
more tham he does to others. He can 
get them, one by one, by simply push- 
ing the different buttons, but he can 
also get them, or any other stations, 
for that matter, by simply tuning 
them in the regular way.” 

Then he let me operate the set, and 
it worked. But there was still one

Paul’s Thorn in the Flesh. 
N answer I gave on this ques- 
tion from W-G-N recently 
seems to have created some ar- 
gument and interest. I then 
said that from the time of Chrysostom 
there had been speculation as to the 
nature of that thorn, ranging from 
headache to epilepsy, and even includ- 
ing a refractory wife. I expressed 
the opinion that it might have been 
blindness or semi-blindness incurred 
during his experience on the Damas- 
cus road, but pointed out that the na- 
ture of the thorn had been withheld 
lest we should say that our particular 
thorn was sharper.

—as in the case of circumcision, Peter 
being the leader of that party. It was 
Paul who pleaded for catholic ani 
tolerant position and won his plea, 
thus broadening the whole basis of 
Christianity. 
Of course, nobody receives the 
teaching of Jesus except through the 
medium of his own personality, with 
its own limitations. But Paul seems 
to have been freer from inhibitory ten- 
dencies than any other of the early 
leaders.

A Septuagenarian Marriage. 
ROM Portland, Ore., comes a 
question of another variety. My 
questioner says that he gets per- 
fect reception out there and 
wants to know what I think about his 
father, aged seventy, remarrying. He 
himself is against it, believing that his 
father is old enough to know better. 
He tells me that his mother died only 
a year ago. 

Of course, one requires a greater 
number of facts than the average let- 
ter is likely to contain, and even then 
there would be some hesitation about 
one’s reply. My own view, however, 
is that the fact that your father’s 
wife died only last year is rather a 
reason why he wants to remarry than 
a reason why he should not. When 
husband and wife have been together 
for fifty years or more, the survivor 
feels the loss so keenly that more than 
one year is necessary for time to 
cover the wound a little. The wounds 
of the aged do not heal quickly. Per- 
haps your father might be persuaded 
not to abandon the idea of a second 
marriage but to postpone it. It may 
come to the same thing in the end. 
But if the prospective bride is suitable 
in herself, why even postpone? He is 
breaking no commandment, either of 
the church or of nature. If his mind 
is active and healthy, remarriage may 
be the best thing possible. But don’t 
provoke his stubbornness by putting 
your foot down. Be persuasive. Other- 
wise, he may tell you that he is not 
going to consult you about his second 
marriage any more than he did about 
the first. 


The General Resurrection.

They are 
not all Christian. What is essentially 
Christian is that there is to be judg- 
ment and that the blessed will be with 
Christ eternally. What else that

e»My answer is that the words that 
Christ used when He warned us 
against being careful about tomorrow 
are better understood as warning us 
against being full of care rather than 
against being careful, as we under- 
stand the word today. He Himself 
was careful, in the modern sense, 
when He had the fragments collected 
after the feeding of the five thousand. 
He is all in favor of that. But being 
full of care is a totally different thing. 
It is bad economically, as all worry is, 
because it robs us of our earning 
power. Worry is bad religiously be- 
cause the religious man believes in 
the God who, as Paul says, careth 
instead of us. If we worry, we pass 
a vote of no confidence in God. I 
think it is false distribution of energy 
to spend overmuch time and effort 
to save against a rainy day that may 
never come or an old age that we may 
not live to see. But it is difficult to 
preserve the balance between the 
claims of the present and the future. 
Personally, I have tremendous faith in 
insurance of various kinds as the best 
means of saving for the man.of small 
means but steady income.

eMy answer is that the words that 
Christ used when He warned us 
against being careful about tomorrow 
are better understood as warning us 
against being full of care rather than 
against being careful, as we under- 
stand the word today.

At one time it seemed possible that 
the program could not be consum- 
mated, through inability to obtain solid 
use of the air nationally at the de- 
sired hour. Finally, the hour was 
made possible through courtesy of 
chain broadcasters who yielded their 
time in order that the motion picture 
program might be presented nationally.
